M. FLOQUETS DOWNFALL 


AN EASY ESOAPE FROM AN 
EMBARRASSING POSITION. 
PRESIDENT CARNOT’S PLAN FOR FORM- 
ING A NEW MINISTRY—THE PAR- 
NELL LETTERS REACHED AT LAST.

Lonpon, Feb. 14.—Floquet expected to 
be beaten to-day, and, indeed, is believed 
rather to have courted defeat as the safest 
way out of the Ministerial embarrassment. 
His overthrow on the question of revision 
puts him definitely at the head of what is 
vital in the Radical Party in place of 
Clémenceau, whom events seem continually 
conspiring to thrust into the background. 

Of late speculations on what the next 
Ministry will be like, coming from Paris 
to-night, all are incoherent and in the air. 
The most prudent guess is that Carnot will 
patch together a makeshift Cabinet which 
will coerce the Chamber into supporting it 
by holding over the heads of Deputies a 
threat of dissolution, and after getting 
through the budget, which is all that 
remains for the session to do, will continue 
&@ passive existence as the Exhibition Cabi- 
net, with no purpose but to make the great 
fair a success. Tremendous business and 
social pressure will be put on the Deputies 
to permit this to be done. 

At last the subject of the Parnell letters 
has suddenly been sprung upon the com- 
mission, and to-morrow’s evidence is ex- 
pected to present the imes’s whole conten- 
tion concerning them. Mr. Parnell was not 
in court to-day, but will attend to-morrow, 
though he is in worse than his usual health, 
Richard Pigott will testify about the letters, 
and much curiosity is felt regarding his 
story of where and how he gotthem. It 
will be remembered that the Parnellites 
openly charge that he forged them. Pigott 
is an elderly man, with a hang-dog way of 
carrying his bald head and long, frowsy, 
gray beard. It has not been developed 
what Houston, the dapper young Secretary 
of the Irish Loyal and Patriotic Union, paid 
him for the letters; but it was sworn to- 
day that Houston received from the Times 
over $13,000. It is admitted also that the 
Times spent $10,000 in America in fruitless 
efforts to find evidence incriminating the 
Parnellite leaders.

PARIS, Feb. 14.—When the question of the re- 
vision of the Constitution eame up in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies to-day Count de Donuville- 
Maillefeu moved that the debate on the subject 
be adjourned. Notwithstanding the opposition 


of the Government the motion was adopted by 
@ vote of 307 te 218. 

Premier Floyuet thereupon announced that 
the Ministry would immediately resign. im- 
mediately after M. Floquet’s announcement all 
the members of the Ministry sent their resigna- 
tions to President Carnot. 

The Chamber was crowded. The Prince of 
Wales and Lord Lytton, the British Ambassa- 
dor, occupied seats in the diplomatic gallery. 

Baron Maekau, President of the Right, moved 
to adjourn the debate on the revision question 
for one week. He declared that the Right de- 
sired a complete revision as well as the dissolu- 
tion ef the Chamber. A delay of one week 
would enable the Government to decide in re- 
gard to dissolution, 

Premicr Fioquet refused to entertain the 
motion, stating that the Government could not 
consent to dissolve the Chamber. 

Baron Mackau’s motion was rejected—375 to 
173. 

Count de Douville-Maillefeu, in moving the 
indefinite postponement of the revision debate, 
said: *“ The electoral period virtually begins to- 
day. Let us leave to the people the duty of in- 
dicating what kina of revision they desire. Let 
us not lose time In discussing & question that is 
in nowise definite. Instead of pursuing a policy 
of egoism, let us return to the policy of common 
sense.” 

Premier Floquet, replying, reminded the 
House that the Government was pledged to 
make the revision proposal the immediate order 
of tne day after the Scrutin d’ Arrondissement 
bill. At the conclusion of M. Floquet’s remarks 
a division was taken, with the result stated. 

The resiguation of the Ministry was a com- 
plete surprise to the Chamber. M. Floquet had 
said nothing implying an intention to wake a 
motion to adjourn a Cabinet question. Both the 
Left ana the Right were unaware how the 
Ministry would regard the vote. The majerity 
included the members of the Right anda num- 
ber of Opportunists, 

After the adjournment the Radical Left and 
the Extreme Left heid a meeting and sent dele- 
gates to M. Floquet to express regret at the fall 
of the Cabinet and te congratulate thé retiring 
Premier upen the firmness o7 the position that 
he had assumed. 

President Carnot, after the Ministers had tend- 
ered their resignations, sent for M. Méline, the 
President of the Chamber ot Deputies, and sub- 
sequently had a conference with Leroyer, 
President of the Senate. A Trumor was current 
this afternoon that M. Méline had been asked 
to forma Cabinet, but to-night 10 is stated that 
President Carnot has ag yet intrusted no one 
with the task. 

Gen. Boulanger was a passive spectator of the 
proceedings in the Chamber of Deputies. Im- 
mediately atter the adjournment he issued a 
maniseste to the Electors of the Department ef 
the Seine. In thie he claims credit fer his party 
for ‘‘the overthrow of a discredited Ministry 
that was attempting te snare the country by 
the comedy of a proposal to revise the Consti- 
tution, which, if passed by the Chamber, the 
Ministry well knew would be rejected by the 
Senate.” He proceeds: 

“We would not allow the Cabinet thus to de- 
ceive universal suffrage and to consecrate its 
usurpation by doing the work of a constituent 
Assembly. The fall of this ill-omened Ministry, 
which had already planned laws for the restric- 
tion of liberty, will be a relief to the public con- 
science. Itis astep further toward a dissolu- 
tion of the Chamber and the eonvocation ofa 
constituent Assembly. 

“ After the vote on the Scrutin @’ Arrondisase- 
ment bill—which, in its authors’ minds, was 
nothing more than a blow dealt at universal 
suffrage—the electoral peried has commenced. 
It is for the country tospeak. Vive la Répub- 
lique!”” 


FROM THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 

BERLIN, Feb. 14.—Dr. Karl Peters, President 
of the Emin Relief Committee, lecturing at 
Hildesheim to-night upon the relief expedition, 
said that preparations were being wade tor an- 
other English expedition te East Africa, and 
that the organizers of the scheme had ordered 
arms from e@ same Berlin firm that was sup- 
plying him. 

Arumor that Prince Bismarck had resigned 
the Chancellorship caused prices to weaken 
slightly toward the close of to-day’s sessien of 
the Boerse. Operators, however, attached 
small credence to the report, which is totally 
discredited in effieial circles. 

More heary snowfalils are reported through- 
out Central Germany. The railroads converg- 
lng at Frankfort are badly blocked by snow.

ORDERED TO THE COMMAND OF THE 
NEW-YORK NAVY YARD. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The announcement 
that Secretary Whitney had ordered Capt. Ram- 
gay to the eommand of the New-York Navy 
Yard as Rear-Admiral Gherardi’s suceessor 
ereated a zood deal of surprise at the Navy 
Department to-day, as it was very generally 
Known that Rear-Admiral Braine and Commo- 
dore Benham had both applied for the place. 
Capt. Ramsay having been recently relieved 
from the Boston and made senior ofiicer of the 
commission.to select a site for anavy yard on 
the Southern coast, his name was not mentioned 
in connection with the New-York vacancy. it 
has not yet been decided whether he will be 
succeeded on the Navy Yard Commission, but 
itissaid atthe Navy Department that he will 
probably remain at the head of the commission 
untilits report is made, andin the meantime 
Capt. Joseph N. Miller, the present Asting Com- 
mandant of the New-York Navy Yard, will re- 
mainin command. 

By the promotion consequent on the death of 
Rear-Admiral Chandler, Capt. Ramsay is aa- 
vanced to the head of the list of Captams and 
will become a Commodore on the retirsmeat of 
Rear-Admiral Luce, Mareh 25. He is regarded 
as a very @apabie officer, and it ig on account of 
his conspicuous fitness for the place that he was 
chosen by Secretary Whitney for the command 
of the New-York Yard. The order detaching 
Commodore Belknap from the Mare Island Yard 
to command the Asiatic squadron leaves a 
vacancy at that yard that may go to one of the 
applicants for the New-York vacancy. At the 
Norfolk Yard Commodore Brown's term of serv- 
ice, Which weuld expire early in March, was 
to-day extended by the Secretary at his request 
until Dec. 31, 1889. 


Capt. Ramsay was the first on the list of Cap- 
tains for promotion. He has seen 15 years of 
sea service and 19 of shore duty, and was re- 


cently detached from command of the Boston. 
That vessel now lies at the Brooklyn Yard un- 
dergoing repairs after having been fumigated. 

Capt. Ramsay entered the service in 1846, 
was made midshipman in 1850, Lieutenant in 
1855, Licutemant-Commander in 1862, Com- 
mander in 1866, and Captainin 1877. He isa 
strict diseiplinarian.

This club, organized only a little over a year 
ago, has now a roster of nearly 200, and had 
entirely outgrown its former quarters, situated 
afew blucks below its present home, a deserip- 
tion of which has already appeared in THE 
TIMES.

GOV. OHUROH’S FIGHT. 

BISMARCK, Dakota, Feb. 14.—A near friend of 
Gev. Church said this morning in reference to 
the Governor’s fight with the Legislature: 

“The whole trouble grows out of a desire on 
the part of a few ambitious politicians to em- 
barrass the Governor. The bills that he vetoed 
were in confliet with the organic law, and if he 
had signed them the responsibility for their be- 
coming laws would have been shifted upen the 
Governor’s shoulders... He foresaw this and did 
not propose to allow himself to be used as the 
cat’s paw of the political monkeys who wanted 
the ehestnuts. The Governor does not expect 
to remain in offiee long, and stands ready to 
step down and out whenever he is asked to do 
so by Mr. Harrison. 

* But as long as he isin office he proposes to 
take such a course as suits his View of the law 
and he will not be driven or forced te sign bills 
which he thinks arein direct conflict with the 
acts of Cengress. Itisafact apparent to any 
one who is honest 6énough to admit the facts that 
the men who are oppesing Gov. Church are per- 
s0n8 Who sought official appointments at the 
Governer’s hands and failed to get them.” 

The action of Representative Daniel Royer of 
Jerauld County in introducing the resolution 
calling upon.President-elect Harrison to remove 
Goy. Churob from office on the ground that he 
(Chureh) is ‘‘antagonistic” to the people of Da- 
kota ie generally looked upon as a mistake from 
a Republican standpoint. The proper thing to 
have done, itis asserted, would have been tore- 
fer the whole matter to the caucus, composed of 
all the Republicans of both houses. 





RESIGNING THEIR OLD POSITIONS.

Joseph R. Reed of the Iowa Supreme Court 
and Congressman-elect from the Ninth Distriot 
tendered his resignation to Gev. Larrabee to- 
day, to take effect Feb. 28. There are several 
applicants for the vacancy, Judge Given of 
Polk County, Judge Harvey of Decatur, and 
Judge Henderson of Marshall being the leading 
ones, Itis probable that Judge Given would 
have been appointed but for the fact that he is 
peiearngy f to the Clarkson-Allison wing of the 
party, between which and Gov. Larrabee 4 bit- 
ter feud prevails. It is thought Judge Harvey 
stands in greatest favor with the Governor, 
and tbat he will be appointed. 

The Governor also accepted the resignation of 
Senator Sweeney, Congressman-elect from the 
Fourth District, to take effect March 4.

OARNEGIE'S TRIP TO THE SOUTH. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Feb. 14.—The recent visit 
of Mr. Andrew Carnegie to this city and his 
careful investigation of the coal and iron fields 
of this section has eaused no little specula- 
tion as to the real object of his trip Seuth. It 
is said Mr. Carnegie contemplates the purchase 
of the Pratt mines property ot the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company. 

These mines, situated tive miles from Bir- 
mingham, are now turning out 3,000 tons of 
coal per day. The mine is the largest in the 
South, and enough coal can be taken from this 
mine to supply all the furnaces in the Birming- 
ham ditsrict with coke. It is a very superior 
quality of coking coal. Mr. OCarregie carefully 
examined this property, but declined to say 


he 3 in regard to his supposed intention of 
purchasing the mine.

THE NOYES WILL CASE. 


AFTER A LONG STRUGGLE THE ORIGINAL 


INSTRUMENT SUSTAINED. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Feb. 14.—The celebrated 
Noyes will case was finally desided in the 
Supreme Court to-day. By the terms of the 
will the entire fortune, estimated at $1,000,000, 
of Vernon P. Noyes, a resident of Burlington, 
was leftto his brother, Julius M. Noyes, a well- 
known banker of New-York, except $10,000 
willed to a sister, Mrs. Brown. D. Noyes 
Burton, son of a deceased sister of the testator 
began eontest, and the case was tried before a 
struek jury in this city at the September term 
in 1887 of the Chittenden Ceunty court. Con- 


testants took an exception to the General Term 
of the Supreme Court held at Montpelier 
October last. 

The question upon which the cause was 
taken to the Supreme Court by the contestants 
was as to how aclaim made subsequent and 
revoking the will could be set up by testimony 
less potent in character and degree than that 
required to establish a will The will in 
question, dated in June, 1881, was eonceded 
to have been properly executed by the tes- 
tator, V. P. Noyes, but it was alleged that he 
made a subsequent will in 1885, just before his 
death, disposiug of his estate in @ manner 
more satisfactory to the contestant. 

Ji was sought to establish this will by the 
testimony of G. M. Delaney of the Maine 
“Paper Credit” noteriety during the war, who 
claimed to have seen and read the pretended 
will of 1885 and heard the testater call it his 
will, but the court ruled that this testimony 
was entirely incompetent and that it would be 
necessary for the contestant to establish such 
willin the manner provided by the statutes for 
proving a will, and that the revocation by the 
alleged later will could not be established by 
the parole testimony alone of persons who 
claimed to have seen it and heard the testator 
say it was his will. 

The ruling of the court was sustained by the 
entire Bench without dissent, and an opinion 
handed down by Judge Ross disposes of this 
cause, about which there was so much com- 
ment by the press at the time of the trial. 

Just prior to the hearing of the exception at 
the General Term the eontestant served a peti- 
tion for a new trial based upon the affidavit of 
Mr. Charles H. Brounell that he had witnessed 
a@ will drawn by Judge Poland, Aug. 11, 1885, 
and just prior to the testator’s death, and wit- 
nessed also by Judge Poland und George R. 
Yoster of 8t. Albans. 

Testimony was taken upon the petition for a 
new trial, and the Supreme Court heard the 
cause to-day, After the sonclusion of the argu- 
ments for petitioner, the Court baving examined 
the brief of the counsel for J. W. Noyes’s petition, 
stated that they did not wish to hear any areu- 
ment on behalf of the petitioner and proceeded 
to dispose of the petition at once. 

Judge Ross, in comraenting upon the case, 
stated at the conclusion of the testimony the 
court were impressed with the opinien that the 
testimony offered by the petitioner was not 
sufficient under all the circuinstanées to change 
the resultif anew trial was granted, and that 
it was incredible that Judge Poland, now dead, 
who was contestant’s counsel, should have had 
knowledge of any subsequent will and not made 
it known. 

The case has been vigorously contested, the 
counsel engaged being the Hon. George F. Ed- 
monds and the Hon. W. L. Burnap of Burling- 
ton, and Michael H. Cardozo of New-York in 
behalf of the proponent, aud E. R. Hard, the 
Hon. Henry Ballard of Burlington, and Farring- 
ton and Post of St. Albans for the contestant.

Mr. Bennett’s reason for tendering his resig- 
nation is due to the trifling compensation re- 
ceived for laborious duties. The salary is 
$1,800 per annum, but out of this amount fully 
two-thirds is required to run the office, which 
is classified as a third-class oflice, but whieh 
does twice the amount of business of any other 
third-class oflice in the country. No allowance 
has ever been made fer clerk hire, fuel, or light, 
whieh amounts in the aggregate to abeut 
$1,400 yearly. 

The retirement of Mr. Bennett, while it has 
caused no excitement, is deeply regretted.

THE WHITE HOUSE FILLED 


LAST RECEPTION OF THE AD- 
MINISTRATION. 

A EBRILLIANT GATHERING TO MEET 
ARMY AND NAVY OFFICERS—OTHEKR 
SOCIETY EVENTS IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—There was nothing 
abeut the reception in the White House to- 
night to indieate that it was the last brilliant 
gathering under the present Administration.

SERVANT SUSPECTED. 


HORRIBLE DEATH OF A CHILD WHO 
DRANK CARBOLIC ACID. 

On the evening of Tuesday, Feb. 7, at 
about 8 o’clock, Mr. and Mrs. John B. Nugent 
returned to theirapartments at 179 Weat Sixty- 
third-street after a shopping expedition and 
found their 2-year-old boy writhing in agony on 
the kitchen floor, while the servant girl in 
whose charge he had been left was sitting 
quietly on the other side of the room. Mrs. 
Nugent picked the littie fellow up and found 
that his mouth was badiy burned and that he 


smelt strongly of carbolic acid. Medical aid 
was immediately called in, but the child died in 
afew moments. 

The girl, whose name is Katie McNally, said 
the boy had climbed up on the stationary tubs, 
taking a bottle of carbolic. acid from a shelf 
placed above them, drank some of its contents, 
replaced the cork and climbed back to the floor 
where he fell in convulsions. She said she gave 
him a giassof water, and thought he would 
come out all right. The parents were too 
shoeked by the ovcurrence to question her story 
at the time, and contented themselves with dis- 
charging her, but a few days later they began to 
think that she knew more aboutit than she was 
Willing to tell, and Mr. Nugent decided yester- 
day to ask for her arrest. 

He says that 1t would be impossible for any- 
ene to drink from a bottle of carbolic acid and 
be able to calmly replace the cork in it, and 
says furthermore that above the child’s upper 
lip were two long blisters corresponding in 
shape to the curved edges ofa glass. Hecharges 
that tho girl, whe was of a sullen and morose 
disposition, became annoyed at the little fellow 
and poured some of the poison into a tumbler 
and gave it to him to drink. She had been in 
his employ only four days. 





THE BARBED WIRE PATENTS. 

PITTSBURG, Feb, 14.—A report that nene of 
the claims to the barbed wire patent in this 
country are valid, because of areeent discovery, 
was telegraphed from St, Louis last night, and 
in this city, which is one of the centres of this 
industry, created considerable interest. The in- 
formation was to the effect that Louis Janin 
patented barbed wire in France April 19, 1865, 
and for this reason American patents cannot be 
vested in any American firm or corporation. 
To protect claimed patents two or three firms 
In the country have spent more than $1,000,000 
since the legal centroversy was commenced, 
and the question of the validity of the patents 
is still peuding. 

The Oliver & Roberts Wire Company of the 
south side are among the heaviest producers of 
this material in the country. Mr. Roberts, in 
speaking of the matter to-day, said he did not 
believe the alleged discovery will make any 
change Whatever in the eontroversy over the 
patents or in apy other way. “Even if Janin 
did patent barped wire,” said he, “then one or 
the other of the American contestants will have 
to show that the American patentee did know 
of the French invention, and that he took the 
idea from that. If that issue is made in the 
courts there is additional cause for legal contro- 
versy and other delays.” An employe of the 
pow said he regarded the report in a serious 
light.

son of Chicayo. He is associated with his twin 
brother, who does not share his disabilities. Al- 
though deprived ontirely uf the faculties of 
speech and hearing, Mr. Parkinson ranks as one 
of the most suecessful patent lawyers in the 
country and is Withal a remarkable man. 

When but 23 years old he was ehief examiner 
inthe Patent Office at Washington, a position 
which he held for six years. He resigned in 
1879, and soon afterward was admitted to prac- 
tice befere the United states Supreme Court 
and has since been the law partner of his 
brother. He has a most thorough knowledge 
of all branches of mechanics, and in the prep- 
aration of patent Cases is said to have ne supe- 
rior in the country. 

He frequently examines witnesses before a 
Commissioner, and can carry on an examina- 
tion with surprising celérity. His briefs are 
said to be models of clearness and comprehen- 
siveness.

THE YORKTOWN’S TRIUMPH 


SHB MADE OVER SEVENTEEN 
KNOTS PER HOUR. 

THE THREE DAYS’ TRIAL TRIP WAS IN 
EVERY WAY SUCCESSFUL AND SUR- 
PASSED EXPECTATIONS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 14.—The United States 
ganboat Yorktown has proved a complete suc- 
cess. She has develeped on her speed test an 
excess of 650 horse power over the contract re- 
quirements. This means a bonus of at least 
$65,000 for William Cramp & Sons. The gun- 
boat attained a speed of 16 knots per hour in a 
four hours’ continuous run, her maximum speed 
being 17.2 knots. Running in the face of a gale 
of wind and heavy seas her speed dropped to 
15.65 for the lowest taking, but on the last half 
hour of the trial both speed and steam wers 
gradually increasing. She madea magnificent 
showing, paying no attention to seas which 
would have been sufficient to roll the guns un- 
der of the great majority of third-rate corvettes. 
The findings of the official boards eannot be 
otherwise than of the most favorable nature, 
and if the Bennington and Concord, which are 
of the same class as the Yorktown, do as well 
as she has done,.the United States Navy will 
soon possess three additional cruisers of not 
only fine fighting ability, but possessing mag- 
nificent sea qualities. 

The Yorktown, the first of her type of vessels, 
started on her three days’ trial trip on Tuesday 
morning. During the whole of the past week 
the beard of naval engineers detailed to exam- 
ine her machinery, hull, and boilers were busily 
engaged. At 9:45on Tuesday morning the gun- 
boat backed out of her slip,.then slowly turned 
her head down the bay, and at the first whizzing 
clang of the engine indicator she sprang ahead 
at a 13-knot rate. Outside the Navy Depart- 
ment, the contractors, and a few others the de- 
parture of the Yorktown on her sea trial was a 
complete surprise. The day opened cold and 
raw, a bitterly keen wind blowing from the 
northwest. Theriver was full of ice, but the 
Yorktown, protected by her hard steel, dashed 
through the ice eakes with a rush, tore along 
past wharf ana shipping, her whistie scereech- 
ing salute after salute te the ringing huzzas and 
tocting whistles which greeted her from all 
quarters. Ather gait a magnificent American 
ensign floated in the fresh breeze, and with her 


rigging taut and snug and her sides fairly glisten- 
ing in the morning sun, she ran down the river 
canner tide and current at a 13-knot rate of 
speed, 

The details for the Yorktown’s trial were 
completed last Saturday, and, with the ex- 
eeption of a few minor matters, everything 
Was ready on Tuesday morning. The eval, 
which had been put avoard during the latter 
part of the week, consisted of hand-picked Le- 
high egg. On former private trials of the York- 
town bituminous coal had been used, the vessel 
running as high as 16 knots per hour; butit 
was found that anthracite was far prefer- 
able. The guns not having been provided, their 
weight was neutralized by lead pigs placed in 
bins in the position to be occupied by the guns. 
The ameunt of lead required for this purpose 
was 13 tons at each of the six gun positions. 

The run to the Edward Breakwater is nearly 
90 miles, an@ in covering the distance the 
Yorktown had one ebb and two ilood tides, yet 
under natural draught, with the engines per- 
forming 125 revolutions per minute,the gunboat 
swung into her ancherage ground behind the 
breakwater at 4:45 o’cloek on the afternoon of 
Tuesday. The run down wascoild and disagree- * 
able, ana with no little feeling of satisfaction 
the large party aboard heard the order to clear 
away theanchor. ‘This, at least, meant shelter 
behind Cape Delaware Point. 

Never, perbaps, in the history of any Govern- 
Ment irial bave the arrangements been so per- 
fect asin the present instance. Nothing had 
been left undone te render the taking of data 
absolutely accurate. Besides theregular Board 
of Engineer Ollicers Were eleven Vassed Assist- 
ant aod Assistant Lngineers fur taking indicator 
diagrams, observing operations, ond taking 
Winer duta. The Assistaut Kngincers were 
stationed one ateach eyiinder, aud they heid 
this post throughout the four hours’ toreced- 
draught run. it was understood when the 
Yorktown started out on her triai that the mo- 
ment the signal to stars Was heard the 
Chief Engineer shouid take the counter and 
each assistant engineer an indicator card. The 
counter would denote the number of revolu- 
tious the engines were Making at the moments 
and the indicator eards the number of horse 
power developed. From the instant the whistle 
was suunded the contracters were not per- 
mitted to touch a valve or throttle until the ex- 
Piration of 10 minutes, at the end of whioh they 
might regulate the cut-olf and touch her up. 

Tuesday night turned elear and cold, with 
every indication of a heavy sea outside in the 
morning. In the long saloon were over 40 
people, naval officers and representatives of the 
company. ‘I'wo long tables extended fore and 
att on each side of the saloon, loaded with re- 
freshments for the naval board and guests of 
the company. Atthe head of one table Was 
Capt. Steele, who was in command for the 
Cramps. Capt. Steele is an old merchant Cap- 
tain of great experieuce. On each side of the 
saloon cots were arranged for 81x persons, while 
in the eabin and ward room ample space was 
provided for those not bunked in the saloon. All 
the expenses of the trip were borne by the Gov- 
ernment, previded of course the trial was & 
successful one, otherwise the contractors 
were to pay for whatever outlay wes incurred.

THE CRUISER AT SEA. 

Wednesday morning was clear, with a mod- 
erate gale blowing outside. Abt 7 o’clock every 
one was on deck. Steam was alreaay high in 
the gauges, and it needed but a word to send 
the Yorktown bowling out tesea. As about 
7:30 the anchor was weighed, and the York- 
town moved off leisurely towara Cape May 


Light. A small sea rolled out to seaward, ard 
right through the trough of this the Yorkiown 
was headed. The gunboat paid Do attention to 
the rollers, but moved along as steadily as if in 
still water. The Yorktown was certainly de- 
veloping fine sea qualities at the very start, 
Had the Juniata, Ossipee, or Monongahela 
been run through the same sea they would 
have been rolling and wallowing heavily’ 
enough to have dipped their gun muzzies in 
the water. At 8:10 the Yorktown was headed 
southeast half east, and her throttles opened up 
to a l4-knot apeed. The wind, waich was 
blowing fresh from the north-nerth west, was in- 
creasing steadily, and at this time was blowing 
little short of 2% miles an nour. It would have 
been close-reefed topsails for a sailing ship, 20 
matter how much ef aurivershe mightbe. At 
9 e’clock every officer was at bis Station in the 
engine room. At the forward engine-roem 
counter atood Chiet Engineer Hine ready to note 
the register and sound the whistle for the signal to 
take the indicator cards. In the after engine room 
were Chief Engineers Potts and U. Andrade, 
while Catef Engineer Kutz, the President of the 
board, moved from engine room to firerooz, 
and wherever he deemed it necessary tego. In 
the journal engine room at three cylinders were 
Passed Assistant Engineers Bingham, Freeman, 
and Reid, with Assistant Engineer. Weaver 
looking out for the auxiliary engines. Taking 
data in the after engine room were Passed 
Assistant Engineers Kowbotham and Cathcart 
and Assistant Engineer Hall. At the cylinders 
with Assistant Engineer Norton, looxing out for 
the auxiliaries,Chief Engineer Ashton took data. 
Engineer Wood and Cadet Engineer Day took 
station in the firerooms. Ou deck were Commo- 
dore Fitzhugh, Commander Shepard, andl 
Lieat. Staunton. Low patent logs were rigged 
over astern and a iog line and chip provided ter 
the rail. Boatswain Smith looked out for the 
registering of apeed. 

At 9:30 the Yorktown was standing well out 
to sea and still heading southeast half east. A 
mederate-sized sea was coming up astern and 
it looked as if the gunboat was ready to fly the 
moment the word game to let her go. The en- 
gineers for the contractors were John Patter- 
son and Wilson V. Johnson, Jr., the same men 
who ran the famous little Vesuvius in the world- 
breaking record. Mr. Johnson looked out for 
the engines, while Mr. Pattersen gave hie spe- 
cial attention to the firing, but going wherever 
his presenee was needed., At 9:30 Patterson 
was beginning tu open the throttles wellup, and 
in @ lninute later the howl of the terrific forced 
draught broke forth from the meuth of the 
smokestack. Every moment the cunboat was 
quickening her speed. Fairly rising up forward 
in the water us she tried to leap forward, away

At 10 o’clock the tog denoted 16.8 
knots, and ip 20 minutes later the speed jumped 
to 17 knots, and again a little later to 17.2 
knots. At 10:20 the eourse was changed 
to south by west half weat,  bring- 
ing the wind a little more ferward on 
the port beam. At 10:30 the Yorktown 
Was put about, running the very opposite to the 
last course. The wind, which had heretofore 
been free, was right ahead fer the gunboat, ana 
the sea which had been foliowing the vessel now 
tore along her forecastie rail 
ter had been rapidly falling for two honrs. In 
15 minutes after the Yorktown went about, her 
bew and forerigging were one mass of ice and 
sleet, huge icicles hung in festoons here and 
there, while the windows and woodwerk on tue 

ilothouse were completely covered with ice. 

he gunboat now bezan te show a slight cork- 
screw motion, though she was running full 
speed intoaseaway, It wasnow that the speed 
of the Yorktown began todrop, but after reach- 
ing 15.65 knots gradually began to increase 
again, In the engine room everything was 
moving without a hitch, the engines ayeragin 
at times nearly 160 revolutions per minute an 
the blowers making 870 per minute. 

During the thira hourof the run the strain 
began te tell heavily on the men, and perhaps it 
was due to this fact and a possible dirtying of 
the boilersthat the steam fell some 15 pounds 
below what it should have been, 150 pounds 
having been kept up steadily to this mement. 
Mr. Patterson, however, soon got the gauge 
hands pointing to the original figures and kept 
the steam if not rising at least steady, and the 
revolutions increasing during the last half 
hour. 

At 1:45 the Yorktown’s official ran was at an 
end, and throughout the wh le of the tesf not a 
single break occurred in the taking of the data. 
The mean speed as given the vesselis placed af 
16 knots, though as the patent logs and chips 
differed a little this mean may be slightly 
changed by the eificlal board, If any change 
does oceur 16 will prebably be in favor of the 
Yorktown. The mean of the revolutions was 
quickly made out, and gaye to the after engine 
a@ mean ef 157.72 for the feur hours ana to the 
forward one a mean of 156.08 for the four 
hours, or a grand mean of 156.9 for the 
two engines during the whole run. At the be- 
ginning of the trial, when the steam gauges 
registered 148 pounds of steam, the forward or 
port engine was making 161 revolutions er 
minute, and the after or starboard engine 163 
revolutions per minute. When making 17.2 
knots the mean number of revolutions tor the 
two engines was 162. As the contract specifies 
that the contractors shall benefit by the counter 
showing the highest numbers, the official figures 
as allowed the Yorktown’s engines will come 
frem the counter on the after engine. 


SEVERE EVOLUTION TESTS. 
The speed test being at an end, the Yorktown 
was now handed over to Commodore Fitzhugh, 
who at once directed that she be subjected to 


evolution tests. The position of the vessel was 
about midway between the two Delaware 
capes, the sea being higher at the time than 
during any previous hours of theday. There is 

no question that the Yorktown will roll, and 
she showed a decided tendency to doe 80 several 
times when falling off into the trough, but it 
was of such small moment as to be hardly de- 
serving of comment. ‘he vessel was timed in 
turning threugh a full circle with her engines at 
full speed; aiso in going at full speea ahead to 
full speed astern; in turuing througha fuli circle 
with one engine backing and the other going 
ahead, andin turning with the eteam-steering 
apparatus and by the hand wheel. By means 
of the steam-steering apparatus the rudder was 
put from amidships to hard-a-starboard in 17 
seconds; and from amidships to hard-a-port in 
22 seeonds, This difference in time was no 
doubdt due to the position of the vessel at 
the time with relation to wind and 
tide. The rudder was next put from 
hard-a-port to hard-a-starboard in 25 
seconds, the vessel being at full speed during 
the time. It was while the Yorktown was 
wheeling around in answer to her helm that she 
managed to throw a little spray aboard and in 
suflicient quantity te make itaecidedly unpleas- 
ant for any one standing on either the poop or 
forecastie, but as s00n as she got head to it 
again there was no water coming aboard except 
spray on the forecastle, and here it was striking 
the deck and rigging in the form of keen sleet. 

The Yerktown next made a half cirele to port, 
with both engines running at balf speed, in 5 
minutes and 33 seconds. She next made a full 
circle to starboard, the helm hard-a-port, star- 
board engine backing and the, other golnug 
ahead, and both running at three-quarter speed, 
in 5 minutes and 53 seconds, At a three- 
quarter speed, with heim hard-a-starboard and 
port engine stopped, a full eircle was described 
in 5 minutes and 8 seconds. In going from fuil 
speed ahead to full speed astern 30 seconds 
elapsed. Headway was lostin 1 minute and 30 
seconds, andin 1 minute and 58 seconds the 
vessel was going astern at the rate of 5to 6 
knots per hour. 

This ended the manewuvring of the day, and 
Commodore Fitzhugh turned over the vessel to 
Capt. Steele. The wind was still increasing in 
force, and, the thermometer failing, fear was 
expressed that the Yorktown would not be able 
te reach Philadelphia in the morning, and it waa 
decided to run that nightas far up the bay as 
possibile, Accordingly, it was not until 7 o'clock 
that the anehor was dropped and the Yorktown 
swung to the tide some six miles below old Fort 
Delaware. During the evening a pretty fair cal- 
culation was placed on the horse power devel- 
oped by working up some of the data. Mr, Hor- 
ace Lee, the designer of the machinery, calcu- 
lated the horse power of the main engines at 
8,550 and that of tbe auxiliary engines at 150, 
or a total of 3,700 horse power. Others are in- 
clined to give enly 100 horse power to the auxil- 
jary engines, or a total of 3,650. In any event 
there is no denying that the horse power ex- 
eeaded 3,600, 

The Yorktown got under way this morning 
at 6 o'clock. Shs was closely packed in the ice 
of the bay, but at the first start of her twin 
serews the white mass ereaked and crumbied 
into a thousand pieces, piling one upon avother 
as the golidly-built cruiser forced her way 
through ata 10-knot speed. It was not deemed 
advisable to expose the vessel to icefields, and 
Pilot Chambers carefully picked his way along 
wherever a weaker spot in the ice showed 
itself. It was 10:30 when the Yorktown passed 
Walnut-street wharf, and a little later, to the 
accompaniment of the many saluting whistles, 
the ice-covered vessel shoved her nose into her 
slip at the Oramps’ Yard, where @ large party 
had assembled to meet her. 

On the whole there has never been a Govyern- 
ment test which has resulted in such general 
satisfaction to all concerned a@ that of the 
Yorktown, and 16 eertainiy speaks well for the 
Cramps that they have been able not only to 
exceed the reauired horse power demanded, 
but to build the engines of the Yorktown at 
even less weight than they were actually 
allowed. 

The test achievements made abroad by ves- 
sols of the Yorktown Glass, according to the 
data in possession of Mr. Horace Lee, are: The 
Serpent, 16 krots, and the Raccoon 17.4 knots, 
though the first trial of the latter was unsatis- 
factory. These two vessels are ef the same gen- 
eral type as the Yorktown, being 1,630 tons. The 
Scout, a vessel of 1,460 tons displacement, made 
16.9 knots on the measured mile, The Archer 
of 1,630 tons made 17.3 knots, which was over 
the measured mile. It will thus be seen that 
the speed developed by the Yorktown com- 


pares most favorably with the best vessels of 


her class abroad. 

The Yerktown, it is calculated, could be fit- 
ted ont and put on the active list of the navy 
in 30 days from the issuance ef orders. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 14.—Commander Fitzhugh, 
senior member of the beard of officers tn 
charge of the trial of the gunboat Yorktown, 
telegraphed to Secretary Whitney this after- 
noon that the vessel had returned from her sea 
trial off Cape Henlopen. No details were given 
beyond the statement that the trial was satis- 
factory and successful in ail respects. The 
maximum speed attained was about 17 knots, 
and the average for four hours was 16 kuets. 
Nothing is said as to the herse power. The 
eontract called for 3,050, whieh has probably 
been exceeded. 


THE AMERICAN MEROHANT MARINE, 

PitTsBurG, Feb. 14.—The limited express 
westward this evening carried to Indianapolis 
the representatives of the merchant marine of

WIth’ THE BRIBER. 
ALBANY, Feb. 14.--The sensitive members of 
Assembly who have been whining all week about 


lishing the story of the attempt made to bribe 
Assemblyman John Martin woulda have gained 
valuable experience had they attended the 
meeting this afternoon of the Appropriations 
Committee, (called sometimes the Misappropria- 
tion Committee,) whieh just now is engaged in 
the painful effort of trying to swallow itself. 

To-day’s testimony developed the important 
facts that whatover crueity there was in the 
business emanated with the Assemblymen 
themseives, while it substantiated the aveuracy 
of the press to the Mhaliest detail. The Chalr- 
man of the Appropriations Oommittee was chair- 
man of the same committees last year. It was 
he who introduced the Cetling Appropriation 
vill. It was in his committee that Mr. 
Andrews’s name was eéubstituted fer that 
of Capitol Commissioner Perry, and yet 
to-day the extraordinary spectacle is seen of 
this committee sitting in iudgment on its own 
acts, To-day’s developments were rich. John 
Martin, the County Demecratie member of 
Assembly from the Ninth New-York Distriet, 
told in extenso the story of the attempt to 
allure him from tke path of legislative recti- 
tude. 

The strangest testimony, however, came from 
Prof. Arthur Henry Rowe, the archivesot who 
drew the plans and specifications of the Assem- 
bly ceiling. He told the committee that he had 
been infermea by Assemblyman Enz during the 
last week of May that he was wanted to jlook 
after this work. This admissien was startling 
in view ef Mr. Eng’s statement yesterday that 
he did net know Prof. Rowe, and from the 
fact that the bill was not signed by Goy, 
Hill until June 10. This important question 
arises, therefere, how did it happen that Mr, 
Enz, who made the arrangement with Prof. 
Rewe and Superintendent Andrews, who sent 
him the dispatch to come to Albany—how did 
it happen that these gentlemen knew that the 
bill was to be signed? Mr, Rowe also testified 
that he was engaged to perform the work by 
Mr. Andrews at least 10 daya before the com- 
mittee met and six days before the bill was 
signed. On what basis or infermation was 
Mr. Andrews working that he could make 
absolute arrangements before the bill became a 
law? The bill wasin the hands of Gov. Hill. 
It was for him tosay whether it should be a 
law or not. Mr. Andrews,a mere subordinate 
in the Capitol, would hardly have dared to incur 
an expense unless be had some assuranee from 
the Executive Chamber that the bill would 
receive the Governor's signature. The testi- 
mony of Prof. Rowe was important in more 
ways than one, He swore that he had putin 
the alternative clause en papler-maché at the 
suggestion ot Superintendent Audrews, before 
the plans and specifications bad been approved, 
and thereby exploded the generally accepted 
story that that phrase had been interpolated, 
He also said that the difference between a papier- 
maché ceiling, as at present constructed, and a 
carved oak ceiling would be very slight, 

The investigation lasted from 3 o’elock to 
6:80. All the members were present and be- 
hind them sat the new law firms of Fish, Aspin- 
wall & Sheehan, Gibbs, Connolly & Reilly, to 
prompt or perforate a witness, 

Mr. Martin’s florid face was more florid than 
usnal when he started in to tell the commitice 
what he knew aboutit. He said: ‘*The first in- 
timation [had of this matter was a week ago 
last Saturday. I think it was about the begin- 
ning of the month that I returned home and 
found a letter there awaiting me signed J, B, 
Trenor. I have not got the letter, but [ think I 
may haveitathbome. It was a matter.to which 
L attached very little importance at the time, not 
for a moment dreaming that it would lead to 
what it has since. On that Saturday morning [ 
found a letter signed J. B. 'Trenor. I want that 
name distinctly uuderatood, because there have 
been quotations in the newspapers which have 
been wrong. One of the papers quoted John B. 
Trainer, who was employed under me at 
the Democratic Natienal Committee, but I 
hare not seen that gentleman since the 
8th of November. The letter requested me to 
meet the writer at the Morton Heuse, in New- 
York, at 10 o’clock the following morning, but 
it was 11 e’clock probably before [I get there. 
When I got there I met a gentleman standing 
outside, and although bis face was unknown to 
me I seemed to be iamiliar to him, and he evi- 
dently knew me very well and addressed me as 
Me, Martin. 

“Tasked him what he desired to see me for, 
end he sald in reference to matters in Albany— 
the matter at present under investigation by 
the Appropriations Committee—and he asked 
meinto the Morton House to have a drink and 
talk the matter over. I told him thnatI didn’t 
care to talk polities in the café of the Morton 
House, as I am protty well Known there, and 
then he aaid, ‘Where snall we go? and 
I said ‘It is not necessary that we go anywhere, 
isit?’ and so I bade hin: good-bye. He eame 
along with me, however, and we walked down 
Broadway together. He said that my interest 
in this matter would be looked after, and [ said 
that if the rumors which are currentin Albany 
atthe present are true, it is not going to 
implicate Mr. Cole at all, 

“He said he knew all abeut it. ‘Well,’ I said, 
*if you know all abountit, then what are you 
coming teme for? ‘Weil,’ he said, ‘there are 
other interests inyolved in the matter,’ Dnt he 
refused to tell me what these other interests 
were. I told him that it was no 
use to go into the matter, and that 
in cenversation with the members of the 
House and others I had formed my views, and 
did not propose to change them. ‘ Well,’ he 
said, ‘that position would not be judicious in 
the interests he represented. I told him I didn’t 
care who he represented, and he didn’t have 
money enough to buy me. ‘Well,’ he said, ‘itis 
not aquestion of money whether it be a theu- 
sand or five thousand dollars.’ 

“It suegested itself to my mind during the 
conversation that it would be a good idea to 
string this man along and endeavor to find out 
if possible who he was and what he represent- 
ed and then to summon him befere the commit- 
tee snd have him testify in regard to what he 
knew abeut the matter. We continued the 
conversation, when it suddenly flashed across 
me that there was a great deal of trouble 
in Aibany last Winter with Mr, Pheips 
and an unknown person, and I said to myself, it 
is possible that this is an endeavor to make mo 
commit myself, and then, probably, to make it 
public. Thinking that over in my mind I deter- 
mined that the conversation sheuld stop, and I 
said, ‘It is ne use talking over this matter, and 
I will bid you good morning.’ 

“That was about the cerner of Grand-street 
and Broadway. I then started to leave him, but 
he called me back and said: ‘Do not do anything 
until I see you again.’ I heard nothing more 
until I went home again. Then my mother toid 
me that a gentleman Wad calied that morning, 
declined to state his name or business, 
but said that he must see me at the 
earliest possible moment. Mother told 
him that I would be home from 6 until 9 on 
Sunday evening. From the description (3) 
gave there is no doubt but that it was the same 
party that had seen. I left word that I would 
be home at 2 e’olock, and he had not reached 
there, I have not seen him since, aad now, 
since the matter has been given publicity, I do 
not think I am likely to. 

‘The next chapter relates to where I confided 
this matter. Last Saturday night 1 met by en- 
gagemenut Mr, Gueather, member of Assem- 
biy, and Mr. Joseph Murray at the Hoffman 
House. Senator Gibbs was with them. he 
matter had been under discussion. Mr. Gibbs 
said tome: ‘John, you want to stand firm in 
this matter, the eyes of the Eighth (Senate) Dis- 
trict are upon you,’ 
fears about my standing firm.’. Later I met 
them at the theatre, and after that we sat 
at Rice’s for a while and talked, and from there 
we went down together to Browne’s chophouse. 
The conversation was renewed. It was a gen- 
eral conversatien. I eannot remember the ex- 
act details of the conversation. I took one side 
on the question. Mr. Gibbs didn’t ask me to 
take either sido in the eontroversy. in the 
original senversation with Mr. Trenor 
there was no definite amount stated, 
It was exactiy as I have stated it 
He said there would be no question of 
$1,000 or $5,000. Llaughed and told him that 
T thought they ranked me pretty high when they 
rate me at $5,000. I do not know the man I 
met. [only say that [ have seen his face 
around the New-York hotels, but I do not know 
whoheis. £ have not had any opportunity 
since this matter came upto find him. [ shall 
use every endeavor and see if it is possible to 
locute this map. He refused, absolutely, to 
disclose who sent him. He said you need have 
no uneasiness for they are responsible people.” 

«The theory upou which they wanted you was 
upon the theory of protecting Mr. Cole?” “Not 
marking Mr. Cole individually; but they said 
that there were other interests, I said that if 
the evidence exonerated him what did they 
wantofme. He said that there were other in- 
terests involved, but refused to tell me what 
they were. In other words, if Mr. Cole was con- 
demned Mr. Cole would suifer with ethers, My 
intention was to find out, if I could, what inter- 
ests he represented, and then, when the proper 
time came, to loeate him.” 

“ Deseriie this man’s appearance.” 

“He was @ man between 45 and 50 years of 
age, weighing about 160 pounds, mustache 
and side whiskers, slightly tinged witb gray, 
rather good address, and evidently a gentle- 
man, and dressed in a comfortable fashion.” 

“Have you ever told any person that it was 
Mr. Wood that madeyon this offer?” ‘No, Sir. 
Mr. Wood has been mentioned incidentally, but 
mare never said that he was responsible for 
this.

I told him that I didn’t think he had 
enough money to buy me—money enough to 
give tne in the matter,” 

**Did he use the name of Mr. Andrews or Mr. 
Smith?” ‘He used no other names.” ‘Did he 
by any language pmply what needed er required 
any protection?” ‘*No, Sir. My impression 
was that your name had been usei to see 
whether it weuld be of any use in inducing me 
to take a different course ef action, because for 
the reason the evidence would certainly re- 
move sil blame or guilt from you, and I said if 
that was the fast he certainly had_no use for 
me. He then said that there were @her inter- 
ests involved,” 

By Mr. Ainsworth—After you had seen him 
and learned that that letter was the foundation 
for an interview with an offer fer $5,000 did 

ou make an effort to find the letter? ‘‘I never 
ooked for it.” 

By Mr. Cole—By the way, did this man Tre- 
nor say he knew me er any other members ef 
the committee? ‘No, Sir; Thai no cenvyersa- 
tion with bim in regard to whom he knew or 
who he didn’t know.”’ 

‘“‘There is one thing more with reference to 
Mr. Eugene Wood. I know Mr. Woed asa pass- 
ing acquaintance, and I have seen him three or 
four times since I have been in Albany this 
year. I have not seen him within the last two 
or three weeks. I have never had any conver- 
sation with Mr. Wood in reference to .this mat- 
ter, directly or indirectly, or with anybody eon- 
nected with Mr. Wood. On the day of my ap- 
pointment to this committee, and before I knew 
it, [saw Mr. Wood atthe Kenmore Hotel. He 
said that I had been appointed on the Appro- 
priations Committee, and I said that that would 
suit me.” 

Mr. Cole here presegted a telegram to the 
Chairman, which was then read by him: 

WASHINGTON, D. O. 
To the Ron. Fremont Cole, Speaker, Assembly 
Chamber, Albany, N. Y.: 

The statement ot Mr. John Martin or any other 
person that I offered a consideration to him or any- 
thing for his vote is absolutely false. I have 
never been in New-York City since Jan. 1, and have 
not seen Martin ajnce Noy, 6, 18838, 

J. B. TRAINOR. 

After John Martin left the stand the com- 
Mittee proceeded to have some amusement 
with one of those 6yesores to them, anewspaper 
correspendent. Tbis gentieman was Mr. Speer 
ef the Sun, who bad been rash enough 
to print on Tuesday morning what 
one of the committee had sworn to on 
Thursday, that the eommittee was evenly 
divided on the question of whitewash. 
Mr. Speer was asked a nffmber of questions and 
proeeeded to argue the matter with the com- 
mittee, with the result that they threaten to re- 
port him to the House for contumacy. The 
House in its present excited and virtuous con- 
dition may be only too willing to make an ex- 
ample of him. 

Speer out of the way, Prof. Arthur Henr 
Rewe, the whilom Corneil Professor on archi- 
tecture, proceeded to tell how he drew the 
plans and specifications and construeted the 
ceiling under the supervision of Mr, Andrews. 
He said he had lived in New-York since Dee. 15. 
In the lastof May, 1888, he was an instructer 
in Cornell when he recelved a telegram 
from Superintendent Andrews to come to Al- 
banuy. Arriving here he was directed to draw 
the plans and specifications for the Capitol 
ceiling, He began to draw them on June 4 ard 
finished them by the 14th, when he was in- 
formed by Superintendent Andrewa that they 
were accepted and thathe had been empleyed 
with the consent of the committee. The plans 
were drawn under Andrews’s supervision. He 
admitted that he hadinserted the alternative 
clause at Andrews's suggestion, The way it 
came about was that Andrews waa in some 
doubt about the work being finished in the time 
specified if the ceiling were to be of carved oak, 
and directed the architeet to draw up plans 
covering papier-maché. 

‘*How did you come to insert papier-maché ?” 
asked Ainsworth. 

‘*After I had talks with Mr. Andrews and 
different members of the committee, Mr, An- 
drews brought them in and introduced them to 
Mme and we talked the matter over. There were 
three or four or five of them.” 

* Be a little careful about the number of the 
committee aud the names,” said Sheehan. 

“I remember,” said the witness, * that I 
ealled the attention of the members of the com- 
mittee to the papier-maché clause. I remember 
one gentlemen of the committee named Enz, 
who was present, and who was very anxious 
to know all about papier-mnaché.” The witness 
was asked to look about the room and recog- 
nize members of the committee whom he had 
met. His eye fell on Speaker Cole and on Mr. 
Galiup, but he passed over Sheehan, the third 
member of the ceiling committee, who was in 
the room. 

* Did you ever see me before ?” asked Sheehan. 

* Not that I recollect. What is your name ?”’ 

** Sheehan.” 

** No, I never did.” 

Judge Greene asked the witness: ‘‘ So far as 
you know, these specifications are truthful 
copies of your original? They have not been 
chunged ?”’ “ Not to my knowledge.” 

In anawer to questions put to him by Mr. 
Gallup the witness said that Andrews had 
shown him plans of the ceiling that had been 
drawp to show the Legislature while the bill 
was pending. 

Then Mr. Cele shot this at him: ‘*The day you 
claim to have met me was June 18, when we 
held our first meeting. You did not see me be- 
fore. Now, at that time, the first time you met 
me, was anything said about papier-maché?”’ 

“Not that I remember.” The witness said he 
had been led to believe by Mr. Andrews, before 
the plans and speeitications had been adver- 
tised, that he, Rowe, had been employed at the 
request of the committee, when in fact he had not 
been af all, and that his plans had been accept- 
ed by the committee, when as a fact the eom- 
mittee had not seen them. Prot, Rowe with 
some feeling deelared that be had gene to New- 
York personally to inspect the papter-maché 
panels and that he had worked day after day 
aud nigbt after night. Every member of the 
committee attempted to derive from him intor- 
mation relative to the cost of the celling, as it is, 
and the ceiling as it would have been hadit 
been constructed of carved oak. His auswers

in every instance were yuarded. The panels 
used cost $42 each. A carved oak panel, he 
said, would cest anything from $100 to $500 
each, When he was shown the drawing of the 
ceiling that has been exhibited as the original 
he repudiated it. 

Assemblyman Gallup eatechised him for 
changing the spandrels from oak to papler- 
maché, but he defended» his course on the 
ground that it was an architect's discretion, ad- 
mitting, however, that it would have vost more 
to have used the oak. Contractor Snaith told 
Mr, Andrews that if carved oak were used the 
work could not be completed in time. ‘An- 
drews then suggested papier-maché to mo. I 
said it Was a capital suggestion, and [ am will- 
ing to assume all responsibility for the change.” 

* What do you say of the material as it is?” 
asked Chairman Alnsworth, ‘ Itis architectural 
papior-maehé. Itis the same kind [I ordered 
and approved.” “ Will you explain its durabil- 
ity over oak?’ “It is preferable to oak, 
Under the temperature of 60° er 70° that 
the ceiling is exposed to, oak would 
give way more or iess. It would swell 
aud shrink. On the other hand, papier-maché 
does not expand or contract. Besides, it is fire- 

roof, It has been used with great suecess in 

ir. Vanderbilt’s palace, the Hoffman House, 
Casino, and the Union-Square Theatre. 

Mr. Sheehan took a turn at the witness. 
“When and by whom was the first intima- 
tion given to you that you were to draw 
the plans?” “The offer was made to 
me in May. Assembiyman Enz said he 
would’ see the committee and see Superin- 
tendent Andrews. I was telegraphed for during 
the last week in May. At that time Ff was a Pro- 
fessor at Cornell. From time to time I request- 
ed Mr. Andrews to have a meeting of 
the cominittee so that they might see what 
we were doing, but he said the eommittes 
was perfectly satisfied with me and it was not 
necessary.” The witness contended that the 
ceiling in its present shape was fully as ex- 
peusive as it would have been had carved oak 
been used. In answer to questions put by 
Speaker Cole he said that the contractors might 
have made $10,000 or even $40,000, but be 
could not see how they made any more. Thea 
Stagizg alone cest $20,000, and the panels in 
she eotting formed a very small part of the total

THE SENATE 

Despite Lieut.-Gov. Jones’s recent assertions 
that President Pro Tem. Fassett lacked tne 
necessary requisites for a good presiding afficer, 
a refreshing peace pervaded the Senate Cham- 
ber this morning for the first time during the 
Present session. It has grown to be the custom 
of late for any one having business with @ Sen- 
ator to stroll on te the floor unchallenged by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms and unmolested by the Sen- 
ate’s President. Asa consequence bedlam has 
prevailed. and the public business seriously re- 
tarded. Biood was in Mr. Fassett’s eye te-day 
whon herapped the upper house to order. He ; 
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instrue the Sergeant-at-Arms fee that 
aw eiet ae entities to the tae ege of the 
bab were allowad inside the rafl. As a resnlt 
the day’s business was most satisfactorily ex- 
edited. Mr, Fassett was most ably seconded 
n this mugh needed reform by Senater Murphy, 
bh occupied the chair in Oommittee of the 
ole. 

The major part of the session was devoted to 
the consideration of the Vedder Tax bill, the 
epecial order for the day. The bill provides 
that all sellers of liqnors be taxed $200 a year 
and sellers of malt liquors only #40. Half the 
receipts are to gothe State and half to the 
county where collected, Mr. Vedder asserts 
that the measure differs in every particular 
from the bill which was passed by both houses 
and vetoed by Gov. Hill in 1887. 

Mr. Grady moved te insert clubs in the list of 
places to be taxed, Mr. McoNaughton thought 
that this amendment should be adopted, be- 
cause it would make the bill correspond 1 all 
essential points to the Curtis bill, which he 
hopea would pass. Senators Raines and Ved- 
der objected to the amendment upon the ground 
that it was contrary tothe puroyse of the bill. 
The latter gentleman said that he would 
favor a separate bill taxing clubs, Mr, Vedder 
contended that the theory of the bill was to tax 
only places which had a legal right to exist, and 
he @14 not think that clubs had a right to be 
lieensed to sell liquors, The bill could be en- 
forced as easily as a corporation tax law eould 
be. Mr, Grady objected to having any 
law on the statute books which assumed 
that any place where liquor was sola 
can be first-class, aud offered an amendment 
making the words “first-class” ‘first grade,” 
and Mr.Cantor moved to amend the bill by pro- 
viding that all, instead of half, the moneys re- 
ceived shall gointo the local treasuries, The 
bill was finally made a special order for next 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Cantor introdueed @ bill to establish in 
New-York City apublic bath and washhouse 
constructed on the general model of the cheap 
public baths and washhouses now in operation 
in other large eities. 

Mr, Stadler wishes to regulate the sale of in- 
toxleating liquors at public balls by poqeitme 
the parties providing the liquors to pay a license 
fee of not More than $25. The hour ier selling 

iquors 1s extended trom 1 to 3 o'clock in the 
morning. 

Mr. Ives wishes the Department of Publis 
Works in New-York authorized to change, 
widen, extend, and straighten streets and ave- 
nues in the Twenty-third Ward. 

Mr. O'Connor introduced a bill conferring 
upon the police and patrolmen of Brooklyn, de- 
tailed to certain docks, the power of Harber 
Masters. 

Mr, Faesett offered for consideration his last 
year’s bill, which was vetoed by the Governor, 
to prevent bribery at elections, - 

Mr. Van Cott offered an amendment to the 
act which relates to the enforcement of er- 
dinances, rules, regulations, and resolutions in 
the city of New-Yerk. In addition to the reme- 
dies now provided by law, an action may be 
brought in any court of record In the eity or 
county of New-York in the name of the Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Commonalty by the Counsel to 
the Corporation, when so instructed in writing 
by the Mayor, for the purpose of restraining 
the violation of and enfercing complianee with 
any ordinance, regulation, or resolution of the 
Common Counoil 


THE ASSEMBLY. 

The Assembly consumed over an hour in 
passing the Ten Cent Extra Fare bill, A dozen 
amendments were offered and rejected. Mr. 
Schaaff of Kings tried hard te have Kings 
County exempted, but was beaten. The direct 


application of the billis tothe Rome, Water- 
town and Ogdensburg Railway, which of late 
has suffered severely from the pecuiation of 
some of its conductors, Charles W. Hackets 
came down from his home in Oneida County 
and gave the bill an impetus that no obstruc- 
tion could withstand. I¢ 1s a general bill, and 
permits any railway in the State to charge a 
passenger who fails to buy his ticket at an office 
an excess of 10 cents, which will be refunded 
upon the presentation of the excess coupon that 
is given by the conduetor when the fare is col- 
lected, 

Mr. Crosby introduced a bill which he re- 
ecived from Simon Stevens, who is atterney for 
@humber of property owners along the water 
front, and which proposes to revise, amend, and 
consoliaate the dock laws, It provides for a 
gingle-headed Dock Commission, who shall hold 
office six years, and who shall appoint two 
deputies, one of whom shall have super- 
vision over the LEast, the other over 
the North River, Anu engineer-in-chief and a 
staff of assistants are also to be appeinted by 
the head of the department. With the consent 
of the Commissioners of the Binking Fund the 
Commissioner may alter the pier line as now 
established on the North River, between Bat- 
tery- place and Seventieth-street. South of Weat 
Eleventh-street piers may be extended out te the 
exterior line of water grants; also to change 
the bulkhead line on the East River, between 
Whitehall-street and Corlears Heok, 30 that 
Bouth-street, when completed, shall not exceed 
170 feet instead of 200 feet The Dock 
Department is directed 
veys, soundings, and examination ef the 
entire water front to ascertain 1ts ca- 
pacities, requirements, and adaptation 
to commercial uses, The bill was offered to 
Robert Ray Hamilton, who declined to intro- 
duce it on the ground that 1t was too fearfully 
and wonderfully made. Mr. Crosby objects to 
eertain of its provisions, Oorporation Counsel 
Beekman, who was on the floor when the bill 
was introduced, said thai Mayor Grant and the 
city authorities were opposed to it.

work. fi 

Among the bills that passed the Assembly 
and were sent to the Senate were Saxton’s to 
extend the powers and jurisdiction of the 
Raritan Riparian Oommiassioners by ineluding 
the Hudson River. 

There ig one man in Albany whom Speaker 
Cole should keep from the floor.

UNION LEAGUE INFLUENCE

I27 I8 FOR BALLOT AND PRISON 
REFORM. 
TWO MEASURES DESIGNED TO SECURE 
PURITY OF THE BALLOT ARE REC- 
OMMENDED TO THE LEGISLATURK, 


principal subject discussed by the members of 
the Union League Club at their meeting last 
night. It Was a well-attended meeting, fer 
abont 400 of the ciub men were there to con- 
sider the prospest of securing the desired re- 
form and the statesmanship of Gov. Hill as 
shown in his attitude toward the Saxton bill. 


A long report was submitted by the Com- 
mittee on Electoral Reform, in which the 
ground is taken that the present Saxton bill ia 
not likely to escupe Goy. Hill’s veto, and that 
as ballot reform is greatly to be desired, it 
would be better to divide the presens bill into 
two new ones, One of them would be pretty 
sure to be defeated; but nevertheless, the com- 
mittee submits two such bills as it suggesis. 
The reportis signed by George Bliss, Klinu Hoot, 
Thomas ©. Acton, Walter Howe, Geerge W. 
Lyon, John I, Davenpori, and Granviile P. 
Hawes. 

Ballot reform, the report recites, has within 
one or two years excited great attention among 
all parties, ‘‘though as a general thing the Dem- 
oeratic Party, in the East atleast, does not seem 
to be very earnestly in favor ef any theroughly 
eflisient measure.”’ Massachusetts has enacted 
an elaborate statute which provides that only 
ballots offieialiy printed shall be voted, but, un- 
like the Saxton bill, it does not require the bal- 
lot to be marked. The objects sought are to 
check the growing evil of vote buying, to make 
citizens’ movements practicable, and to do 
away with the chanee for bribery under the 
pretense of paying vote distributors. There is 
more than one way to secure a secret ballot. 
The Saxton bill and the Massachusetts law 
provide State-printed ballots bearing the names 
of all eandidates, from which the voter makes 
his choice in a room where no one can see what 
he does. ‘This plan has worked wall in mupici- 
pal eleetions in Louisville, Ky. In Milwaukee, 
where a different system prevails, the law pro- 
vides for a ticket room anda voting reom. In 
the former ballots provided by any party or 
candidate are placed in charge of a custodian, 
one for each party, who is strictly forbidden to 
do any eleetioneering. The veter takes a baliot, 
passes into the voting room, and passes out, but 
not through the ticket room. The Governor of 
Wisconsin has recommended that this law he 
made applicable to all incorporated cities and 
Villages of the State, and of it a Milwaukee 
lawyer writes to a member of the committee: 

“The law works very well. The sesrecy of 
balloting is not perfect, but it is nearly so, 
* « * Perfect secrecy would be secured by 
separate stalls—three or four would be enough 
at each booth—where the voter, after being sup- 
plied with one of each kind of ballot, can retire 
and select one. Public printing of all ballots, 
of course, should come next.” 

The committee believes that a combination of 
these two modesof securing secrecy would doubt- 
less be the most effective syatem possible. The 
Saxton bill, with some slight additions, would 
be absolutely effective, but in its way stand 
Gov. Hill and the Democratic Party, who, aays 
the report, ‘insist that no law shall or can con- 
stitutionaily be passed which requires that only 
the ofiicially printed ballots shall be cast or 
counted,” 

“16 will bo seen, therefore,” it adds, ‘* that 
while Gov. Hill advises the plan of keeping 
people at a distance from the polls and accepts 
the plan of printing and distributing baNots at 
the public expense, he opposes the plan of de- 
priving the voter of the right to use a ballot 
not officially printed and of having the ballot 
marked by an inspector, and that he helds the 
latter provision, if net the former, unconstitu- 
tional. 

**Goy. Hill’s consent is absolutely necessary 
to the enactment of any law. It is impossible 
to believe either thas he will sign @ bill whieh 
he so emphatically condemns or that it would 
be possible to pass such a bill over his veto. 

“We are thus presented with a condition, nog 
@theory. It is possible to insist upon the pas- 
sage of the Saxton bill substantially in its pres- 
ent form with the certainty that it will be ve- 
toed, In this way the familiar process known 
at Albany as ‘putting the Governorin a hole’ 
will be again repeated. But, unfortunately, 
past experience seems to show that this process 
is not unpleasant to the Governor, perhaps be- 
cause it does him no harm, and lt certainly 
would do the people and the cause of ballot re- 
form no good.” 

To practically meet this difficulty the com- 
mittee advises that the Saxton bill be divided 
into twe bills. One should contain the features 
to whieh the Gevernor’s approval seems 
pledged; the other the committee cannot hope, 
uoless he sees new light, that he would ap- 
prove. ‘If he signs both,” it adds, “ we should 
then have a congruous whole. If he signs only 
the first one we shall have a good working law 
which is a great advance upon the existing 
system, and the Republiean Party will have 
done allitcando this year to redeem its full 
pledge to the people of the Btate. 

In examining the statutes of other States the 
committee found various provisions eounected 
with elections which seem valuable, but which 
do not properly belong to the bills now eub- 
mitted, One of these is a provision allowing a 
certain number of voters to institute a contest 
ef the election of any one alleged to have been 
elected by bribery. Is is proposed to prepare a 
bill on this subject and ask the authority of the 
ciub to submitit to the Legislature. There are 
also amendments to the local election law, par- 
ticularly as to the ledging house vote, and as to 
the information to be given in registry, as to 
whieh a like authority is asked. 

The aet, which the committee declares it can- 
not hope Gov. Hill to approve is entitied ‘“* An 
actto further secure the secrecy of the bal- 
lot.” It permits a voter to —— upon the bal- 
lot receivea by him from the ballot clerks the 
name of any person for whom he desires te vote 
for any ofiice; allows him to take a printed or 
written memorandum into the pelling place 
to assist him in marking or preparing his bai- 
lot, but he may not take with him an official 
sample ballot printed upen paper of the color 
and quality now, required to be used for the 

rinting of ballots under the general election 
aws of this State. Votes to be received and 
couuted wust be stamped, and the bill contains 
this clause in reference to the stamping: 

‘*In the printing of ballots there shall be 
printed on the back of the ballot within lines 
and in such place that wien folded it may 
be seen, @ space which shall be marked 
‘Stamp.’ Before any ballot shall be delivered 
to any elector it shall be the duty ef the ballot 
clerks to stamp upon the same, upon the space 
se marked, a stamp showing the day of such 
delivery. Itshalibe the duty of the efticers 
charged with the duty of providing ballots to 
provide at each polling place a stamp for the 
use of the ballet clerk in stamping baliots.” 

The other and by far the longer bill is practi- 
cally the Saxton bill, lessened by the provisions 
of the bill just quoted and by one or two others 
of minor importance, as well as the provisions, 

which, in the committee's division ef the sub- 
ject, would naturally come within the scope of 
the shorter bill,) allowing a voter wbho declures 
his inability to asiect or mark his own ballat to 
take with him into the ballot room some one 
who shall perform that duty forhbim. This ia 
omitted as capable of great abuse and aun in- 
fraction of the general theory of the bill. 

Two new sections are added to the longer 
bill. They direct that uo person other than 
thesa waiting to vote, inspectors of election, le- 
gally-appointed shallenzers, and the» necessary 
police er other peace officers shall be permitted 
to remain in the room in which the ballot boxes 
are placed, nor within 100 feet of the entrance. 
Within that distanse no person shall do any 
electioneering or ballot distributing. 

There was no opposition to the committee’s 
report, and it was promptly adopted. More- 
over, it was voted to send copies of the docn- 
ments to every member of the Legislature, in 
order that the club’s position might be made 
perfectly clear to that body. 

Prison labor was the subjeet discussed in an- 
other report of the Committee on Political Re- 
form, which was to the effect that some meas- 
ure should be apeedily taken to give thse oon- 
victs of the ®tate employment. It summarized 
the bill now pending inthe Legislature to re- 
peal the act of 18838, and, indorsing the meas- 
ure, closed with a recommendation of the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That the bill now pending in tha Legis- 
latare known as Assembly bill Np. 126 should be 
enacted into law; that Chapter 686 of the laws of 
1888 should be as promptiy repealed and that the 
Legisiature should maké afequate and liberal pro- 
Visions for the employment of persons cantined in 
the pepal institutions of the State in such pre. 
ductive laber as is adapted to the situation in which 
they are plueed. 

This raport, too, will be sent to all the legis. 
lators. [t wusa adepted without objevtion be- 
ing offered. 

Before the meeting adjourned resolutions 
were passed in memory of Dr. jonn C. Daiton, 
one of the oldest members of the club, whose 
funeral took place yesterday. They were drawa 
up by Joseph H. Choate.

Mr, Livingston deprecated the political abuse 
to which the saloon had been prostituted, and 
seemed to rogard this as the mest serious aspect 
of the question. His remedy was to lessen the 
number of saloons, and make liquor selling a 
reputable business by confining it to responai- 
ble men, who should feel themselyes independ- 
ent of police pretection, None but men of 
wealth and reputation sheuld ge into it, so that 
the business might be eonducted as honorably 
and a8 honestly as other. branches of trade, In 
order to bring about this Utopian atate publie 
opinion must be edueated, If a liquor seller 
could be made as sensitive to dishopor in busi- 
ness dealings as are men in other pur- 
suifs and if he had eapjtal behind him 
there would be less temptation to sell 
to every inebriate that calied at his 
bar for a glass of whisky. Tf he were a man 
who thought himself entitled to the same re- 
spect as the average tradesman he would feel 
less dependent upon the policeman’s club for 
the preservation of order in bis shop, and 
he _ would be under less temptation 
to "subsidize the police for favors. Mr. 
Livingstone would have the liquor seller 
® responsible and trustworthy man of 
business, s0 that people who traded with him 
might haye the same contidence in his honesty 
as Lhey have in their banker, and the same con- 
fidence in the goods that he seils as they have 
in the meat they buy ef their buteher.

THE FEMALE BICYCLISTS. 


MISS STANLEY NEARLY TWENTY MILES 
IN THE LEAD. 

The women bicyclists continued their 
contest yesterday in the Madison-Square Gar 
den, and though they looked a little wearied 
went pluckily to werk. All but one, Armaindo, 
Started at 3 o’clock, and an average speed of 13 
miles an hour was maintained hy the leaders. 

Miss Stanley kept the lead nearly all the 
afternoon, and in the first hour made 14 miles, 


endeavoring to increase the gap between her- 
self and Von Blumen, but the latter held to 
her closely, and an accident to the 
former would give Von Blumen first 
place. Baldwin fell off a little, Suller was 
nearly 32 miles behind Baldwin. A lively spurt 
was made by Oaks, as she passed Woods at 
4:34, Towards 6 o'clock, Oaks, Stanley, Lewis, 
and Baldwin drew forth considerable applause 
as they swept around the track, urging their 
machines te full speed. 

The two hours’ rest which followed was a 
boon to the bicyclists and showed ita resterative 
powers in the flying start they made when they 
resumed. Suddenly, while they were flying 
along wheel on wheel, Oaks's foot slipped off 
the pedal just as she was rounding the turn at 
Twenty-sixth-street and Fourth-avenue, a sharp 
swerve of the bicyele followed, and its rider 
was thrown heavily on the track, .She was 
picked up by her trainer and carried to her 
quarters, Where it was found that she had hurt 
a kuee slightly. She soon returned to the con- 
test.

EVIDENCH OF THE SOLIOITOR

HOW THE LETTERS ON WHICH THE 
ARTICLES ON “PARNELLISM AND 
ORIME” WERE BASED WERE GOT, 

Lonvon, Feb. 14.—Mr. Soames, solicitor for 
the Times, testified before the Parnell Commis- 

jien to-day that he visited Dublin in May, 1888, 

n quest ef evidenes. At the offices of Mr, 

Alexander Morphy, Crown Solicitor for Kerry, 

be had an interview with a person who was 

mtrodueed to him asa former employe In the 
pffiee of the League, and who produced a slip 
bearing the signature of Miss Anna Parnell, 
specimens of Mr. Patriok Egan’s handwriting, 
and a bundle of documents, which the witness 
inspected at length. He eopied some of these 
documents and made notes of others. Witness 
arranged that the documents should be brought 
to London, and they were brought here on 
Whitmonday, 1888, and embodied in an affi- 


favit produced during the trial of the suit of 
D’ Donnell against Walter for libel. . 

The withess was about to put in evidence 
another letter, te which, it appeared, no official 
names Were attached, but Sir Charies Russell, 
of sounsel for the Parnellites, objected, 

Attorney-General Webster, for the Times, 
arcued that the letter was admissible, as it had 
been obtained with other documents frem Mr. 
Phillips. 

Bir Enaries Russell said this wae the first time 
he had heard Phillips’s name. He did not know 
Mr. Phillips. 

Atterney-General Webater said he regretted 
that he had mentioned the namo, Dut it had 
been proved that Mr, Phillips was the account 
ant of the League. The letter, with other gen- 
uine League documents, had been obtained from 
perfectly proper custody. 

a The court refused to admit the letter in evi- 
ence. 

Mr. Soames, continuing, said he was first con- 
sulted regarding tne alleged Parnell letters at 
the end of November or the beginning ef 
December, 1886. He produced five letters, iIn- 
cluding the letter a fac simile of which was 
printed inthe /imes, Attorney-General Webster 
said the letters had been photographed, At 
Chief-Justice gn ey “ieee he handed the 

hotographs to the bene 
3  poames aaid that Mr. Macdonald, the 
manager of the London Jimes, handed him the 
lettera. Witness did not know then from what 
source they had been oDtained. He afterward 
ascertained from whom they hadcome. The 
letiers were submitted to an —— in April, 
1887. Before that genuine specimens of Par- 
nell’s writing were collected, and other speci- 
mons hgve since been colleeted. 

At Attorney-General Webster’s request the 
witness submitted genuine specimens of Mr. 
Parnell’s signature. Soames said he had ob- 
tained specimens of the writingof Mr. Henry 
Campbell, Mr. Parnell’s secretary. He had no 
means of judging who wrote the letter a fac 
simile of which was published. When the fac 
simile appeared in the Zimes, Mr. Inglis, the ex- 
pert, asked him to get further specimens of 
Campbell's writing. 

Witness here produced further specimens of 
Parneil’s signature, which he had obtained since 
the facsimile was published, ineluding letters 
and summonees which Parnell signed a8 magis- 
trate, erders of admission to the House of Com- 
mons,a paragraph written for a newspaper, and 
the Kilmainham Jail book, which contained nine 
signatures, the tiret written in December, 1881, 
and the last in May, 1882, Witness was ad- 
vised by Inglis befere the fac simile was pub- 
lished. 

The court here debarred a question as to 
whether Inglis thought that the letter which 
appeared in the 7imes was genuine. Soames 
said he believed the body of the letter was in 
Campbell’s writlng, while the signature was 
Parneil’s. When he diseoyered the Parnell let- 
ters he alsocame acress documents which he 
supposed to be Egan’s. Three of Egan’s letters 
were found in Carey's house, where two letters 
in Campbell’s writing were also discevered. 
Witness produced these letters, together with 
other specimens of Egan’s writing. 

Atthis poms Sir Charles Russell said: * We 
are only able to give these documents a cursory 
giance. The ceurt must not assume that all will 
be unquestioned.” 

Attorney-General Webster rejoined that he 
did not suppose that Sir Charles Russell would 
admit the genaipeness of the letters. 

Soames furth6® testified that Kiehard Pigott 
gave the Parneil letters to Houston, the Secre- 
tary of the Irish Loyal and Patriotic Union, 
who handed them te Macdonald. 

Seames next produced a letter from Byrns 
referring to a check for £100 which Mr. Parnell 
promised him when he suddenly went te France 
in September, 1887. Witness said he had em- 
ployed Detective Moser te go te America te 
trace the souree of certain documents which 
were known to be forgeries. He never used 
these documentsin any way. They “were pot 
received through Pigett. 

On eross-examination the witness said he was 
not consulted regarding the publication of the 
artieles on “Parnellism and Crime,” though he 
knew they were being prepared early in 1887. 
Mr. Flanagan, the sen of an Irish Judge eo- 
operated with a gentleman on the staff of the 
dimes in preparing the articles. Up toJanuary, 
1888, 12 letters had been ebtained from Pig- 
ott. Later moré lettera written by Egan, 
O'Kelly, and Davitt were obtained, making 4 
total of 17. He didn’t know precisely what 
was paid for the letters. Probably whatever 
was paid passed through him. The first pay- 
ment of £1,000 was made to Heuston. It was 
partly for his expenses in going to America, 
and partly for the payment of Dr. Maguire and 
other assistants. The successive subsequent 
payments to Housten were £200, £30, £40, 
£12, £180, £550, £342, and £100. Witness 
paid Meser about £2,000, Kirby £250, and 
another agent named Thompson £300, 

Touching Mr. Davitt’sa letter the witness sald 
he took pains to form a conclusive opinion, He 
denied that it was genuine. 

Before the court adjourned Attorney-Geseral 
Webster said that he desired te state that Mr. 
Fianagan had written for the Jimes without the 
knowledge of his father. Sir Charles Russell 
remarked that he quite believed that. 

In the Bew-Street Police Court to-day Patriek 
Molloy, who is charged with committing per- 
jury when testifying before the Parnell Com- 
inission, pleaded not guilty and reserved his 
defense. He was eommitted for trial.

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THE APPROACHING TRIAL OF THE SUIT 
AGAINST JOSEPH T. ROOK. 

Memories of the defunct Wall-Street 
Bank Will be revived with much spirit Monday 
in the Supreme Court befere Judge Ingraham. 
In June, 1886, Frederick P, Olcott, Receiver 
forthe bank, brought sult against Joseph T. 
Rook to recover $71,000 worth of securities be- 
longing to the bank and alleged to have been 
turned over to him by Onshier Dickinson during 
the speculative operations that resulted in the 
wreeking ef the bank Aug. 11,1884. The ease 
was ealled for trial in March, 1888, but was 
twice postponed because of the illness of por- 
sons interested. Whenit came up Wednesday 
Frederick W. Himrichs said he had been en- 
gaged as counsel only the day before and had 
not had time to read the papers. He was fourth 
in succession ef counsel, and he asked for the 
third postponement. It Was granted, with an 
admonition to be ready Monday. 

The suit contains allegations of bree tySen 
AS well as of conversion. It was common tal 
at the time of the Cashier's flight that the im- 
mediate cause of his downfall was the loss of 
$160,000 in apeculations conducted through 
the ageney of Rook & Burtnett, The fact that 
they had dealings with the erring Cashier was 
not denied, but it was said that the amount lost 
through them was sxeage ie and they dis- 
claimed all knowledge of the fact alleged—that 
the securities offered them as collateral were 
the property of the bank. Mr. Rook has been 
in very poor health, and he had retired from 
active business before his lately-reported 
failure in Wall-street. Former counsel 
say that if the jury finds for plaintiff 
on the evidenee, every married broker in Wall- 
atreet will instantly transfer his every dollar to 
his wife. Hisfriends regard Rook only as a 
scapegoat for others, and say that as goon as 
the trial actually opens there will be some sen- 
sational proseedings. Dickinson went to him 
with money for investment and with stocks as 
collateral, and Rook invested the money as he 
would that of any other client, or as any other 
broker would have done withoutasking whether 
they belonged to the client or to somebody elas,

THE OREW DOWN WITH FEVER. 


BAD FIX OF THE SsCHOONER JOHN 
PEIRCE—WRECK OF THE MILTON. 
The steamship Halley, Capt. Farrell, 
whiocn arrived yesterday from Rio Janeiro, 
passed, last Sunday, about 300 miles east of the 
Capes, the American three-m&sted schooner 
John Peirce flying a signal of distress. Though 
the sea was quite heavy, the Halley bore down 
to her assistance and senta boat to board her. 
It was found that the entire crew of the 


schooner had been auffering frem fever, only 
two or three being able to make their way 
about the deeks. / 

Capt. Hill Rogers of the Peirce said that he 
left Bluefields, Jamaica, bound for Boston, Jan. 
13. The fever broke out a day or two after 
leaving port. One man had already died, and 
the mate’s death was looked for. The Captain’s 
wife was almost the only persen free from the 
fever, and she was well-nigh exhausted by her 
efforts to provide as far as possible for the com- 
fort of the sick men. 

Capt. Farrell sent on board all the fresh pro- 
visions and medicines he conld spare. An at- 
tempt was made to tow the sehooner, but the 
haweer parted twice after the greatest difficulty 
had been had in earrying an endof it from one 
vessel to the other. Until late the next fore- 
noon the Halley lay by the Peirce, but the sea 
remaining very heavy and there being no pros- 

ect of sending any further assistance to the 
Peirce, Capt. Farrell parted company with her, 
after advising Capt. Rogers to make for a 
Chesapeake port. 

The steamship City of Columbia, which ar- 
rived yesterday from Havana, brought the crew 
of the wrecked Nerwegian bark Milton. They 
said that the Milton left Black River, Jamaica, 
for Fleetwood, England, with a carge of log- 
wood. Feb. 1, when about 75 miles west of 
Havana, they were becalmed and caught in an 
unknown current, which carried them upon one 
of the reefs which there ‘line the shores of the 
island of Cuba. The vessel was pounded heav- 
ily by the ground swell and very soon went to 
pieces. Luckily some fishermen’s boats whieh 
happened to be near them went to their rescue 
and they were afterward carried to Havana.

Judge O’Brien of the Supreme Court yes- 


for a change of venue to Brooklyn in the suit 
of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Rail- 
road Company against him and George H. Stay- 
ner must be dénied. 

It had been aamitted, Judge O’Brien sald, that 
if lves was nota resident of New-York before 
the beginning of the actien the case must go to 


Brookiyn. The qnestion to be decided was 
what was meant by “ residenee” under the sec- 
tion ef the. code under consideration. It ap- 
peared that a man might be a resident of 6 
place without having a domicile there. He 
éould have but one domicile at one and the same 
time, but several residences, 

“Tt may woll be, therefore,” the opinion con- 
tinued, ‘‘ that the domieile or legal residence of 
the defendant Ives was, at the commencement 
of thie action, in Kings County, but if on the 
facts, as shown upon this motion, he was a@ resi- 
dent of the eity of New-York, he is not entitled 
to have the place of trial changed. The afil- 
davits show ‘that the defendant Ives isa young 
unmarried man, about 25 years of age, and that 
prior to December, 1888, he lived at the resi- 
dence of his aister at 136 Joralemon-street, 
Brooklyn. On Deo, 8, 1888, the Broogiyn house 
having been sold and possession given to the 
parohaser, he took a lesae of apartments in the 
Aurelia, @ bachelor apartment heuse, at 231 
Fifth-avenue, in the city of New-York, for one 
year and five months, for which he agreed to 
pay an annual rent of $1,650. The lease con- 
tained a covenant on the part of [ves not to 
assign the lease or underlet the premises or any 
part thereof, and ‘that he will not use nor per- 
mit to be used the same premises nor any part 
thereof for any purpose other than that of a 
pote dwelling apartment for himself only.’ 

‘rom the time ef renting these apartments 

up to the time of the commencement of 
this action there can be ne doubt that 
this was his only place of abode. For 
while it may be trae that he may have spent 
Many nights at the house of the co-defendant, 
Stayner, in Brooklyn, his sojourn there was 
merely that of a guest and his presence in that 
family was by reason of the invitation extended 
to him from time to time. 

* Both he and his servant were eccupants 
of the Aurelia. He had a daily paper de- 
livered there, his letters weré dolivered there, 
and his wasbing was done by a laundress 
who took his clothes to and from that house, 
His physician visited him there. He slept 
there, though perhaps not regularly. Break- 
fast occasionally was served to him there, and 
there many of his friends visited him.

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JERSEY’S LIQUOR PROBLEM NOT YET 
SOLVED. 


TRENTON, Feb. 14.—The lHquor qtestion re- | 


turned to plague the Democratic majority in 
the Legislature to-day, and even a three hours’ 
joint caucus was not enough to lay the spectre. 
When the caticus adjournéd Jast Monday night 
it was understood that final action on the sub- 
jeet would be taken at to-day’s eaucus; but all 
the members of both houses have gone to their 
homes, leaving the settlement as far off as ever 
it has been. 

The differences between the twe factions havé 
already been stated in THE Times. They are 
apanned by the difference between the uncon- 
ditional repealer of last Winter’s temperance 
law which Mr. Weidenmeyer urges, and tke 
very conservative modification of the law pro- 
eee by Mr. Werta’s bill The Hudson County 

liquor Dealers’ Association, who at firat de- 
manded the whole of the pork, tind that inter- 
ference with high license will not be permitted, 
and the liquor dealers of the counties that, un- 
der the local-option ¢iauses of the bill, have al- 
ready voted for prohibition realize that no act 
of the Legislature can invalidate the elections; 
and se all hope of reducing the license fee or 
of restoring the saloon In the local-option coun- 
ties has been abandoned. 

There yet remain the prohibition of local-op- 
Vion elections in the future and the settlement 
of the Sunday-selling question. The Werés bill 
repeals the local-option feature, leaves high 
license standing, and touches upon the Sunday - 
selling question in a gingerly way. In times 
past, Sunday selling bas been defiantly carried 


‘on because of the refusal of Grand Juries to in- 


dict. Last Winter’s act directed the Cireuit 
Court, on the testimony of three witnesses, to 
take away the license of the Sunday seller. The 
Werts bill provides that when three residents 
complain to the court a petit jury shall be sum- 
moned to try the issue. On convictivn the 
license shall be taken away. If there be no oon- 
viction, the complainants must pay the costs of 
prosecution. 

In the caucus to-day objection was made te 
these provisions on all sides. The liquer eon- 
tingent complained, first, that no provision is 
made in the act for the interposition of the 
shielding Grand Jury, and second, that it is 
harsh to make forfelture of license the punish- 
ment of conviction. 

On the other side, Senator Baker and Senator 
Smith—one representing Oumberland and the 
other Sussex, both strong temperance counties 
—revolted against the loecal-option repealer. 
They asked for time, and declared thatif the 
issue were pressed to a vote to-day they would 
not be bound by the caucus. Mr. Baker’s vote 
is necessary to pass any canéus act in the Sen- 
ate, and his declaration defeated all hope of a 
conclusion being reached to-day. The result 
was that the conference was adjourned till next 
Tuesday. 

Gov. Green to-day received the bill desapitat- 
ing State Schoel Superintendent Fuller. He 
signed it at once and sent it to the Secretary of 
State’a office. HE. O, Chapman, who expects to 
be appointed to the position, was conspicuously 
active around the State House corridors to-day, 
Rumors prevail that he may not be appointed 
after all.

IOk BOATING. 


A GOOD RACE OF FIVE MILES BETWEEN 
THREE FAST BOATS. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Feb. 14.—There was 
Splendia ice boating at Carthage Landing 
to-day, and a rattling race was sailed there this 
afterneon. The course was two miles anda 
half south over the flats, turn stake, and return, 
the total distance being five miles. The wind 
was blowing strong west southwest, and. the 
ice was in splendid condition for fast time. The 
starting boats were the Ranger, owned by 
Merritt Brothers; the B. W. Van Voorhees, 


owned by Mr. Pinkney, and the North Star, 
Owned by Isaac Miller. The judge and starter 
was Robert Dunwoody. Quite a number of 
people witnessed the contest. 

The three boats got away evenly and bore 
away east of south, the Ranger taking the lead 
right away, followed closely by the Van Voor- 
hees, the North Star being a close third, It was 
® lifting breeze for the twe latter, but the 
Ranger, being a lateen, staid down to her work 
and made the turn 10 seconds ahead of the Van 
Voorhees, the Nerth Star rounding third, 5 
seconds later. On the run up the river the New- 
York express, due here at 1:58 P. M., was passed 
by the Kanger at lightning a ty the Ranger 
beating the Van Voorhees home handily, all 
three boats making the face in the following 
erder and time: Ranger, 5:00; B. W. Van Voor- 
hees, 5:20; North Star, 5:23. 

The Ranger was built at Carthage Landing, 
and she is to be pitted against boats of the Hud- 
son River Olub im the big race for the sballenge 
pennant of America. The Carthage Landing 
Club now owns 16 boats, 3 of which—the Wind- 
ward, Benjamin Harrison, and Always Ready— 
are entirely new this Winter. The officers of 
the club are William Merritt, Commodore; 
Walter Dickenson, Vice-Commedore; Benjamin 
Merritt, Treasurer; Charles Merritt, Measurer;

There is no boating yet of any consequence at 
Poughkeepsie or Hyde Park, 80 there is no tell- 
ing when or where the big race will be ealled,

that the great ice harvest was in full blast at 
all points north of Barrytown to-day, and now 
there 1s scareely a doubt but that nearly 3,000,- 
000 tons will be housed, which will be plenty 
for the Summer’s supply.

A TRAMP'S TERRIBLE EXPERIENOE. 

In the Morris County (N. J.) Poorbouse 
there ls a tramp whe has passed through a most 
terrible experience of freezing and fasting. He 
is Frank Harris, who arrived in this country 
from Ireland in the latter part of last Novem- 
per. He tried to get work in New-York, but 
failed, and started out into New-Jersey hopiug 
to find shelter on some farm until Spring. 

On Jan. 21 he reaehed Rockaway, a little 
town in Morris County, tired, sick, and faint 


for want of food, and as it began te grow dark 
he feli fainting by the roadside, It was bitterly 
cold, ana he managed to erawl into a haratack 
in a fie'd pear the readside and draw some of 
the hay around him. How long he lay there 
he does not remember, but when he became 
conscious it was to find that beth his legs were 
frezen, and he was tov weak to move or call for 
heip. Helplessly he lay there through the long, 
cheerless days and the silent freezing nights, 
slowly starving to death, freezing on celd days 
and thawing on warm days, untilit seemed as 
though the horrible pains in his legs would 
drive him to madness. ° 

Nineteen days and nights he lay there, and on 
Saturday last he was rescued by Mr. David 
Stone ef Rockaway, who saw his boots sticking 
out ef the huy. He was unconscious then, and 
it was thought that he was dead. Judge Cox 
had him taken care of, and when he was strong 
enough to stani the operation both legs were 
amputated. He is slowly recovering.

Whatever may be the result of the pend-

Among the bills introduced: into the As- 
sembly yesterday was one by Mr. STRAss- 
BURG exempting from petit jury duty 
citizens who served in the war of the re- 
bellion. However well meant, that meas- 
ure is unwise. The idea is to extend to the 
war veterans a privilege now enjoyed by 
the militia. But whatever the merits or 
demerits of the continuing militia exemp- 
tion, the analogy in the case of the war 
veterans who served the General Govern- 
ment is not perfect. But, above all, the 
war veterans as a whole are the very sort 
of men who are wanted for public service 
of various sorts, jury duty included; so 
that however well disposed a community 
might be to relieve them of irksome tasks, 
this.proposed relief would be a sacrifice not 
in the public interests. The dispositicen 
grows strongerand stronger to take great 
classes of men out of those liable to jury 
duty, including some who are among the 
mest likely to make honest, fearless, and 
intelligent jurors. This tends to throw the 
administration of justice too largely intd 
the hands of ‘professional jurymen,” 
those who are only too anxious to get such 
employment. 








That wisdom should cry aloud in the 
streets and no man regard it is tooolda 
story to be any longer surprising. But that 
gas should leak, at a particular place in one 
street for forty years, and leak “aloud,” so 
to speak, and no man regard it except the 
editor of our esteemed contemporary the 
Journal of Commerce, is matter for astonish- 
ment. The curious narrative reprinted 
from that journal in yesterday’s TimxEs 
leaves no doubt that the explosion in a 
subway which was declared to be mys- 
terious was the result of this leakage 
that has been going on since 1849. The 
frequent reminders addressed by Mr. STONE 
to the persons concerned had no effect. They 
thought it less costly to allow the gas to 
leak than to make an excavation that 
would enable them to stop the leak. There 
is reason to believe that this leak is one of 
many, though perhaps no other may be of 
quite so long standing. Apart from the 
danger of subterranean accumulations of 
gas, the subject is of public interest be- 
eause the gas consumers have to pay for 
the gas that is wasted as well as for the 
gas that is used. The long existence of 
this leak reinforces one of the hundred ar- 
guments for the construction of a system of 
subways that shall take in the entire un- 
derground cemmunication of the city, and 
make it accessible for inspection and re- 
pair. 








A resolution was adopted by the Union 
League Club last night in favor ef “ade- 
quate and liberal provision for the em- 
ployment of persons confined in the penal 
institutions of the State in such productive 
labor as is adapted to the situation in which 
they are placed.” The committee which 
submitted this resolution made a report 
upon the subject of prison labor and 
the effect of the ill-advised legisla- 
tion of last Summer. By way of 
showing how infinitesimal is the competi- 
tion of prison labor, 1t mentions that the 
total receipts from it in the most profitable 
year—1884—were only about $401,000, 
while the product of the.manufacturing in- 
dustries of the State amounted to $1,080,- 
696,596. Labor of convicts in the State 
prisons on productive industries would be 
equivalent to that of about 1,560 men, 
while the total laber force of the manufact- 
uring industries in the State is at least 
650,000 persons. The competition is prac- 
tically nil under any properly managed sys- 
tem of productive labor. 








A MODILIED BALLOT BILL. 

Unfortunately Gov. H1Lu is an apparently 
insuperable obstacle in the way of two 
very important reforms—the adoption of 
a high-license policy and an adequate 
protection of the ballot. His objection 
to high license and the impossibility 
of securing it at present without his 
approval afford the strongest ground for 
supporting the Excise bill reported by 
the Revision Commission as a great im- 
provement upon the present laws. On the 
same principle of taking the best that can 
be had the committee of the Union League 
appointed to report on the subject of elect- 
oral reform has prepared a bill which is 
in substance the measure introduced in 
the Assembly by Mr. SAXTON but so modified 
as to obviate the objections which the Gov- 
ernor has already expressed in regard to its 
provisions. The-committee has embodied 
in a separate bill the essential provisions of 
the Saxton plan which are omitted from 
the other, so that it may be passed as a 
supplementary measure and submitted to 
theGovernor. If heshould approve of both, 
we should have a complete reform, and if 
he should approve of the first alone, we 
should have a great improvement upon the 
existing laws. The committee in its report 
seems to give unqualified approval to the 
reform as a whole, and there is no reason 
for supposing that its purpose is not to se- 
cure as much of it as can be had with the 
present constitution of the Legislature and 
the present occupancy of the Executive 
chair. 

QGne of the Governor’s chief objections to 
the Saxton bill is the prehibition of the use 
of any other ballots than those officially 
printed. The committee’s bill, therefore, 
omits from the fifteenth section this prohi- 
bition and also the provision for pasters 
and for the privilege of using memoranda 
in marking ballets. This would leave to 
political organizations the right they now 
have of providing their own ballots, which 
would necessarily differ” in appearance 
from the official ballots, as they would 
contain only the names of candidates of 
one party. The result would probably 
bea complete duplication of the work of 
printing and distributing ballots, for each 
party would provide ballots of its own in 
the hope of gaining some advagtage there- 
by or from the fear that the other party 
would gain some advantage. This is a 
very serious drawback in the proposed re- 
‘form, mitigated only by provisions keeping

and those waiting to vote at a distance of 
at least one hundred feet from the entrance 
tothe polling place, and prohibiting any 
electioneering or soliciting of votes within 
that limit. This latter provision has the 
specific approval of the Governor in ad- 
vance, but it'is far from being an adequate 
equivalent for the safeguard of exclusively 
official ballots. 

In deference to the Governor’s objections 
the committee’s bill also omits the require- 
ment for the marking of official ballots on 
the back with the names or initials of the 
ballot clerks, The official ballots being 
permitted, there would be no need of the 
privilege of using a sample as a guidein 
marking, or, in the case of persons physically 
disabled, of allowing another person to do 
the marking for them. So the provis- 
ions on those points are omitted. The 
substance of the measure, then, is the 
same as the Saxton bill except that 
other than officially printed and distrib- 
uted ballots may be used, the latter must 
not be marked by the ballot clerks or in- 
spectors, and all giving out of unofficial 
ballots or soliciting of votes is kept at such 
a distance from the polls.as presumably to 
permit of secrecy in the voting. This is far 
from a satisfaetory measure of reform, but 
it would be better than nothing and it 
might serve the purpose of demonstrating 
the practicability and desirability of the 
reform in its completeness. 

The second bill of the committees is a 
short one, providing that none but officially 
printed ballots shall be used, that names 
may be written or pasted upon ballots in 
place of those printed, and that memoranda 
or sample ballots may be used by the voter 
to guide him in preparing his ballots, 
There is also a provision that upon the 
back of each ballot a space within lines 
shall be marked ‘‘stamp,” and upon that 
space the ballot clerks shall stamp the 
date upon which the ballots are used, 
stamps for the purpose being offi- 
cially provided. These two bills of the 
Union League Club committee may suggest 
@ non-partisan policy in regard to both 
ballot reform and excise legislation. Bills 
may be passed on both subjects which the 
Governor will presumably approve, effect- 
ing as much in the way of reform as he and 
his party will consent to. Then the friends 
of reform may, if they see fit, support sup- 
plementary bills raising excise fees to the 
high-license standard and providing addi- 
tional safeguards for the secrecy of the 
ballot, and let the Governor and his friends 
take their position in regard to them. 
Thereby some progress may be made and 
the main issues may still be kept open. 


THE TARIFF IN THE HOUSE. 


It is now quite plain that there will beno 
tariff legislation at the present session. 
The correspondents who have from time to 
time gathered from the majority of the 
Ways and Means Committee hints as to 
its probable action have been misled into 
supposing that that committee would try 
to make upa bill from the two that have 
passed the respective houses. That the 
committee has tried to find some arrange- 
ment to which the two houses could consent 
is very possible, but the difficulties in the 
way of doing so were so great and so vari- 
ous that we have from the first regarded 
the attempt as hopeless. The purposes of 
the two bills were so radically different, 
and the principles on which the bills were 
constructed were so opposed to each other, 
that any combination of parts of each was 
practically impossible. The most that the 
Committee of Ways and Means could be 
expected or asked to do was to report to its 
own heuse the reasons why it could really 
do nothing. This its members are prepared 
to do, and the bill that they are about to 
present will be little else than an illustra- 
tion of the difficulties the Senate has thrown 
in the way of any legislation whatever. 

When the committee takes the free list 
of the House and adds toit the few items 
that are in the free list of the Senate 
bill and not in the Heuse bill, it really 
shows the whole case as it stands, 
for it makes it plain that the Senate 
was pursuing an object so entirely 
different from the object the House had in 
view that neither body could accept the ac- 
tion of the other even in part. The free 
list of the Senate is only a concession by 
which it hopes to compensate for the out- 
rageous advances made in the duties in 
other parts of the bill. Itis, of course, ab- 
surd to suppose that it would approve a 
still more liberal free list without any of the 
increased duties proposed in its own bili. 
The House bill was prepared to give the 
greatest possible reduction of protective du- 
ties consistent with the vested interests 
that had been built up upon the provisions 
of the present tariff. The Senate bill was 
prepared to give to special interests the 
greatest possible advantages that it was 
believed public opinion would stand. The 
free list of the former was based upon the 
principle that the materials of American 
industry should be kept at the lowest prac- 
ticable cost, as an encouragement to 
American enterprise, as an aid to the em- 
ployment of American labor, and as a 
direct and logical means of extending 
American commerce. The free list of the 
latter, on the contrary, was intended to in- 
terfere as little as possible with the actual 
monopolies fostered by the tariff. It was 
simply out of the question that the two 
could be merged, or that a _ selection 
could be made from them that would 
cemmand the assent of the two houses 
from which they emanated respectively. 

Ner can it be ignored in considering this 
matter that nothing was further from the 
minds of the men whe devised the Senate 
bill than that it should be made the basis 
of 2 compromise with the House. Nothing 
could have been so great a disappointment 
to them as the passage of any legislation 
other than their own at this sessien of Con- 
gress. Their bill was made to be rejected. 
BIsMARCK’sS terms to Austria in 1866, the 
terms of NAPOLEON III. to Germany in 
1870, were ‘hot more clearly offered with 
the expectation that they would be 
refused, and in each case with the 
same motive, the confident belief in im- 
mediate victory following the rejection 
of the various propositions. The Senate 
managers knew that with the opening of 
the next Congress their marty wonld have 











a majority in the House. They planned to 
be able to use that majority in an extra 
session to secure the passage of the Senate 
bill. They have arranged everything so far 
as they could to that end. They kept the 
bill under discussion in the Senate until 
the last of January. They reserved all the 
features that they had reason to suppose 
would be opposed until the last three days 
before the vote was taken, and then, hav- 
ing carried their scheme by astrict party 
vote,they sent it to the House. It was from 
every rational point of view nothing less 
than a monstrosity. Their only hope of 
passing it is in an extra session. If the 
House should now mature a measure that 
would reduce the revenue, without in- 
cluding their grants to trusts, actual and 
intending, the Senate managers would be 
deeply chagrined. They have made this 
impossible. It remains for the Democracy 
to accept the issue, to expose the Senate 
bill in its true character, and to invite and 
prepate for the’ issue again before the 
people. 








STATE TARIFFS ON BEEF. 

The Meat Inspection bill introduced in 
the Assembly yesterday by Mr. Nrxon dif- 
fers from the Canter bill in that residents 
of the State are permitted by its terms to 
sell the meat of animals raised by them 
without such inspection as is required in 
the case of meat or cattle brought from an- 
other State. In this respect it resembles 
the Inspection bill introduced in the Ten- 
nessee Legislature and inthe Legislatures 
of two or three other States. This exemp- 
tion of the meat of animals raised im the 
State simply makes the bill ridiculous. 

The movement for the inspection of cat- 
tle and other animals while alive andin 
the State where the meat procured by kill- 
ing them is to be sold would not deserve 
much attention ifit were not taking place 
simultaneously in many States, and were 
not based upon acommon belief that the 
four great firms engaged in the dressed beof 
business have for some years been in com- 
binatien with respect to the buying of cat- 
tle as well as to the selling of beef. The 
cattle growers on the far Western ranches 
have reason to complain of the action of 
these firms, for the price of cattle has been 
seriously depressed without a correspond- 
ing decline of the price of beef te consum- 
ers. But while consumers in Eastern cities 
may complain that they have gained little 
or nothing by the fall of the price of West- 
ern cattle, they cannot jein the Eastern 
butchers in supporting inspection bills 
that are designed to exclude Western 
dressed beef, for the butchers find the price 
of this beef too low. The consumer thinks 
the Western dressed beef should be sold at 
lower rates because the price of Western 
cattle has fallen. The butcher complains 
that it is already sold at so low a rate that 
Eastern-killed beef cannot compete with it, 

The butchers therefore undertake to shut 
out the dressed beef by a law that shall 
prevent the sale of the beef of cattle that 
have been killed in another State. This is 
what the inspection bills introduced in 
ten or fifteen States amount to, for the 
assumption that the Western dressed beef 
has not been inspected and is diseased is a 
pretext unworthy of honest and intelligent 
men. Theaim of the propesed legislation 
is to raise the price of beef to the consumer 
in the East by metheds that would at the 
same time lower the quality of a considera- 
ble part of the supply—that part furnished 
by the importation of live cattle from 
the pastures beyond the Mississippi. When 
these bills are so changed as to ex- 
empt domestic beef from inspection the 
scheme is reduced to its simplest terms and 
the insincerity and dishonesty of the sani- 
tary pretense are more clearly exposed. 
The convention, composed of three Senators 
and five Representatives from each of 
twelve States and three Territeries, that is 
to be held in St. Louis on March 12, may 
very properly make thorough investigation 
concerning the alleged combination of the 


four great firms of slaughterers and ship- | 


pers, but it will accomplish nothing and 
only make an exhibition of folly if it shall 
commend a system of prohibitory State 
tariffs upheld by sanitary inspection laws. 








THE RIGHTS OF PEWHOLDERS. 


A languid discussion concerning the com- 
parative Christianity and desirableness of 
free and pewed churches has been going on 
in oneor two of ourcontemporaries. This dis- 
cussien has been suddenly vitalized by Mr. 
BENJAMIN W. WILLIAMS, who is officially 
known asthe ‘*‘ Superintendent of Buildings 
and Collector” for St. Thomas’s Church. 
The vulgar might go so far as to call hima 
sexton. Mr. WILLIAMS has confided to a re- 
porter, according to the reporter’s account 
of the interview, that he is much annoyed 
by worshippers who are not pewholders; 
that there is no room in St. Thomas’s for 
people who have not paid for their seats, 
and that if they find seats for themselves 
it becomes his duty to put them out. 

Mr. WILLIAMS denies having made these 
statements, and declares that the account 
of the interview with him is “garbled.” It 
is necessary, therefore, to consider the ante- 
cedent probabilities of the case. The re- 
porter called upon him on account of the 
publication of a statement by a lady of 
Detroit who visited St. Thomas’s on a Sun- 
day morning, and, 4s no usher invited her 
to a seat, took one in an empty pew, from 
which she was rddely ejected by Mr. WILL- 
IAMS. The Superintendent and Collector 
admitted to the reporter that he had ejected 
her, and proceeded to justify himself to 
the extent of acolumn and a half in the 
strain we have already indicated. Now, 
the question is whether it is more likely 
that.the reporter totally misconceived Mr. 
WILLIAMS’S moaning, delivered in so 
long an interview, or misreported it with- 
out misconceiving it, or that Mr. Witr- 
IAMS, finding that the effect of his remarks 
upon the public mind and even upon his 
own mind when he encountered them in 
type was not what he expected, has under- 
taken to disclaim them. Nobody who has 
any knowledge of the subject can entertain 
much doubt upon this question. 

Assuming that the interview in te-day’s 
Times, rather than that of which he com- 
plains and which he disclaims, represents 
the matured views of Mr. WILLIaMs, it is 


evident that heragards himself asin charge 





ef the temporalities of St. Thomas’s, and 
that its spiritualities do not concern him in 
the least. He views the church as a Sun- 
day clubhouse for the benefit of pewhold- 
ers who have “rights” in it, entirely supe- 
rior to those of casual worshippers, which it 
is his function to preserve. The pewholders 
bearin his mind the same relation to the 
rest of the congregation that the stock- 
holders of the Metropolitan Opera House 
would sustain to the rest of the andience if 
the rest of the audience were admitted free. 

Undoubtedly this view of the case is 
widely prevalent. If a church is an associ- 
ation of men for one purpose, in the same 
sense that a clubhouse or an opera house is 
an association of them for another, the sex- 
ton of St. Thomas’s is quite right. But his 
proclamation of his views, which, in its 
most mitigated form, is curiously bold and 
businesslike, may serve avery good pur- 
pose in inducing the pewholders who have 
heretofore taken that view to reflect upon 
what it means. In countries where there 
is an established church the rights of pew- 
holders do not arise. In a country in which 
churches are sustained by voluntary con- 
tributions the system of selling or rent- 
ing pews is an efficient way of rais- 
ing a regular and sure revenue. More- 
over, it is manifestly a convenient ar- 
rangement that the regular worshippers 
of any church should oecupy the same sit- 
tings Sunday after Sunday. There is no 
harm done unless the pewholder should 
come to adept the view of the sexton that 
his contribution to the support of the church 
is an equivalent for the exclusive occu- 
pancy of his pew and gives him the same 
kind of interest in it that his centribution 
to the support of the opera gives him in his 
box. When the body of pewholders take 
that view the edifice in which they perform 
their devotions becomes the Sunday 
club which the excellent Mr. WiLL1ams 
considers St. Thomas’s tobe. His candid 
announcement of his opinien may or-may 
not stimulate reflection on the part of the 
pewholders of St. Thomas’s. It will cer- 
tainly enceurage the efforts of those clergy- 
men who are trying to establish, or who 
have succeeded in establishing, free 
churches in which the amount of the 
worshipper’s contribution is in no way re- 
lated to the eligibility of his seat in the 
church, 
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The fall of the Floquet Ministry in France, 
like the death of a patient long suffering from 
@ deadly disease, may be said to have been 
expected, and yet to have surprised the 
watchers atthe moment: The Ministry had 
just defeated a motion to adjourn the ques- 
tion of revision for one week by the strong 
vote ef 395 to 173, with the express avowal 
by M. FLoquet that the Government could 
not consent to dissolve the Chamber. Im- 
mediately after this motion was disposed of 
Count DE DOUVILLE MAILLEFED, a member 
of the Right, moved to adjourn the question 
indefinitely, on the avowed ground that 
the people should be consulted, i. ¢, that 
the Chamber should be dissolved. On that 
motion the Government was beaten by 307 
to 218. The Ministry immediately re- 
signed their places. What will come next 
no one knows. The surmise telegraphed 
by our correspondent at London that there 
will be a purely business Cabinet to keep 
things quiet until after the Exposition is as 
likely to be true as any other, but there is 
grave reason to doubt whether this plan 








} can be successfully carried out. 








The agreement between our Government 
and the German to hold an amicable con- 
ference over the Samoan difficulty renders 
less immediately important the treatment 
of the subject by Congress, or at all events 
will make needless for the present that 
delineation of a policy which Secretary 
WuHiItNEY has desired for his guidance. 
Both houses have also, meanwhile, taken 
sufficiently strong practical action in con- 
senting each to the other’s proposed appro- 
priation. With the Houssitem of $100,000 
for Pango-Pango Harbor in the Navy bill 
and the Senate’s $500,000 for upholding 
American interests in Samoa in the Diplo- 
matic and Consular bill, an aggregate of 
$600,000 will be available. That is quite 
as large an expenditure as the commercial 
and other interests involved could properly 
call for, in view of the conference now pro- 
posed for the settlement of the whole ques- 
tion. Our Government will henceforth, as 
one outcome. of this affair, use its long- 
neglected naval station in Tutuila. With 
a pier and sheds built there, some thousands 
of tons of coal deposited, and a keeper ap- 
pointed to wateh it, Samoa will become a 
regular station for one or more of our ves- 
sels, or at least a place of frequent call and 
prolonged cruising.

WEST VIRGINIA FIGHT. 


GOFF NOW SEEMS ANXIOUS TO MAKE 
A COMPROMISE. 

CHARLESTON, West Va., Feb. 14.—While the 
West Virginia Democrats have not yet suc- 
ceeded in electing a United States Senator, their 
course has been such as to deprive Gen. Goff of 
allhope. The manner in which he views the 
situation was proved to-day. He or his friends 
have made propositions to both Judge Fleming 
and Senator Kenna for a division of the two 


great offices. Goff is willing te compromise on 
either. 


The first proposition was made this merning 
by Gen. Goff’s attorney to Senator Kennain per- 
son. It was that Republican votes would be 


furmished to re-elect Kenna over all opposition 
if Democratic votes were given in return to put 
Goff in the Governor’s chair. Senator Kenna is 
a Democrat.sand he rejected the propesal 
without a moment's hesitation. The next prop- 
osition was made this afternoon by a prominent 
Repubiican politician, acting for Goff, to Judge 
Fleming’s brother-in-law, who is here looking 
especially after his interests. It was that Goff 
should be elected Senator and Fleming should 
become Governor without opposition. This, 
too, was rejected. 

The fact that these propositions were made is 
proof of Geff’s hopeless case. He hasno chance 
for either the Governorship or Senatorship, 
except he makes a trade with the Democrats, 
and they refuse to be a party to any such com- 
bine, Goff has also made propositions to Carr 
uader tho impression that Carr conld cantrol 
the three labor votes, but Carr cannet control 
the labor Democrats and could not deliver the 
goods if he made a trade. 

The vote for United’ States Senator to-day 
showed a tendenoy toreunite on enna pend- 
ing the result of to-night’s conference. e re- 
ceived the full Demeoratic vote with the ex- 
ception of four. Goff got all the Republican 
votes bust two. The ballot stood: Goff, 42; 
Kenna, 41. Necessary to a choice, 45. 

The result of the Democratic caucus to-night 
is the strongest proof ef the harmony among 
Democrats. It was determined by a vote almost 
unanimous to make asupreme effort to eiect 
Senator Kenna. 

Mr. Kenna himself was before the caucus and 
stated his position briefly. He was willing, he 
said, to abide by its decision, and the report that 
he had objected, or weuld object, to any action 
one par might see tit to take was a fulse- 

00 

The Senator retired, and a motion was put and 
carried that on to-morrew and Saturday every 
Democrat should vete for him, six or seven 
ballots being taken each day. Every member 
agreed to this with the single exception of Dorr. 
lt remains to be seen whether he will have the 
obstinacy to stand out against the other 45 
when they act firmly and harmoniously, as they 
will do to-morrow. 

The Republicans also held a caucus and de- 
termined to vote against an extension of the 
session. Their action shows plainly that they 
fear that the Democrats will be able to make 
an election. 


PAINTINGS AND PORCELAINS. 





The monthly exhibition in the galleries 
of the Union League Club is not confined to eil 
paintings, though the walls are hung with a 
goodly lot of pietures. Two large showcases 
in the ¢enire of the main gallery have a brave 
exhibit ef choice porcelains from the epochs 
when China produced ber best wares. One is 
occupied by stately wases of the sang de boeuf 
variety and their kindred, each gare piece stand- 
ing proudly on its fine earved pedestal and each 
of a differentshade from the other. , Here is one 
of a rich, dark bull’s blood eolor, hardly varying 
atallin any part except near the lip, where it 
pales outin most artistic fashion. The next is 
more like lees of wine. The third is full of pale 
streaks, as if the figments had net produced 
the rich effects the potter intended, but the re- 
sult was even better—**He builded better than 
he knew,” as Mr. Emerson says. The eight 
vases, covered with solid wine-red glaze of 
varying shade, certainly form a magnificent 
spectacle, which may be enjoyed, not by ama- 
teurs alone, but by those who have never yieldea 
to the costly madness of Chinese poreslains. 

The other case contains smaller pieces, with 
a far wider range of color. Here, again, are 
tints that must have been born of some lucky 
lack of heat, or of the superbeating of a kiln— 
some fortuitous chemical reaction set up by the 
gases in eontact with the vase in the giowing 
furnace when the glaze was fired. One large 
vase of the Persiam water-bottle family in this 
case is the most exquisite piece of green glaze 
inthe city. Such a depta and solidity of color 
as it shows Gan hardly be equaled. Ther there 
aro jars, pure cream white or ivory, pots wear- 
Ing thé various yellow glazes, *‘mirror” black, 
rose, turquois, and “powdered” blue. Here 
are potties that approach more or 
less the vases for which New-Yerk dealera of 
great enterprise forged the name ‘ peach- 
blow.” Indeed it is whispered in the club that a 
vase which was offered to residents of Pekin for 
#125 and sold to a visiting dealer from New- 
York for 300 Mexican silver dollars, in 
whose hands it became (he peach-blow vase, is 
now sitting, very humble and innocent, on the 
top shelf of Case B. This, however, is proba- 
bly club gossip merely. Cabinets C and D con- 
tain most charming small porcelains of various 
hues. Gentlemen who have contributed to thia 
limited but extremely costly and choice show 
of Chinese poreelains are Mesers. Dana, Have- 
meyer, Brayton Ives, Thomas B. Clarke, 
J. A. Garland, Charles Stewart Smith, ana W. 
G. Nichols. Among the 61 paintings on the 
walla are R. W. van Boskerck’s “ On the Sauga- 
tuek River,” Homer Martin’s fine, bare Newport 
landacape, “On the Neck,” and a charming tone- 
piece by the French artist, Cazin, a !andscape. 
The sensation of the gallery, whieh is not so 
weil selected as usual, is ‘Led Through the 
Meadow,” painted by the late George Fuller, a 
graeeful maiden belongimg te that Arcadian 
land of twilight through whieh Fuller’s gypsy 
girls and turkey herds forever pass,

The Sub-Committee on Army of the Wash- 
ington Inauguration CentennialCelebration Com- 
mittee received word yesterday that among the 
organizations which have signified their inten- 
tion of taking part in the celebration is the 
mailitia of the State of New-Hampshire. A dele- 
gation of ita representative officsrs was in this 


eity yesterday to procure quarters, and Claren- 
don Hall, in Thirteenth-sireet, was engaged. 
The delegation consisted of Adjt.-Gen. A. D. 
Ayling, Brig.-Gen. D. M. White, commanding 
the brigade; Col. Elbridge J. Copp, 8econd Reg- 
iment; Col. J. N. Patterson, Third Regiment. 

The committee also received word from 
Adjt.-Gen. W. 8. Stryker of New-Jersey that 
the strength ef the National Guard of that 
State which will parade in thi# sity April 30 
will number 20% officers and 3,474 enlisted 
men. Lhey will be headed in the parade by 
Gov. Robert 8. Green and bis staff of 14 
ollicers. 

The committee rece ved word through Adjt.- 
Gen. E. L. Weod of- West Virginia that ap- 
plication has been mads to the Legislature of 
that State to appropriate $10,000 to defray ex- 
penses of the :nilitary from that section tn at 
tending the contennial eelebration parade.

At a meeting ef the Army Committee held 
yesterday several suggestions were made afiect- 
ing the heretofore announced order of parade 
and were set forth In a communication ad- 
dressed to Elbridge T. Gerry, Chairman of the 
Exeeutive Committee. Among them was the 
suggestion that the Army Cummittes should 
erect the reviewing stand on Madison: square, 
extending from Twenty-thira to Twenty-sixth 
strect,and at either end of it to erect atri- 
umphal arch. Another suggestion asks, if it is 
possible with the procession starting at 11 
o'clock, for the President to leave the exercises 
at the Sub-Treasury in time to reach the head 
ofthe column at that hour without disturiung 
the, proceedings in Wall-street. Another sug- 
gests the line of march up Broadway to Waverley 
place, down Waverley-piace to Fitth-avenue, and 
slong Fifth-avenue to Fifty ninth-street An- 
other states that the Army Committee has re- 
quested Gen. Schotield to seeure the attendance 
of the cadets of West Point and Annapolis and 
as large a detail as possible of the regular 
troops. Thecommenication also adds that the 
same general route and plan be followed in re- 
gard to the industrial parade on Wednesday, 
May 1, asin the military parade April 30. 

The members of Lafayette Engine Cempany 
No. 19 of the old Fire Dapartment also propose 
to take part in the centennial celebration pro- 
cession.

G9 IMPORTANT MINNESOTA BILLS. 
ST. Paut, Feb. 14.—Several more important 


bills went on the Senate files to-day. One of 
the measures !s & municipal election law, intro- 
duoed by Mr. Scheifer, and is an almost exact 
cepy of what is Known as the “Saxton Dill.” 
Mr. Goodrich contributed three measures, all 


having a bearing on one certain class of crimes. 
One of the bilis raises the age of consent from 
10 to18 years and punishes crimes against 
children below the latter age with imprison- 
ment for not less than 10 or more than 50 years. 
it also provides heavy penalties in case of ab- 
duction and makes it a State prison offense for 
any person having the care of a young girl to 
permit the child to be taken away for wicked 
and immoral purposes. 

Another of the bills defines illicit intercourss 
and provides that each of the persens comwlt- 
ting that crime shail be sent to the State prison 
fer two years or fined in the sum of $300.

QUEBEC’S PROVINCIAL TREASURY. 

QUEBEC, Feb. 14.—The Provincial Treasurer's 
budget, which is to bo submitted to the Legisiat- 
ure to-mvurrow, shows the ordinary receipts for 
the past year ending June 30 te have been 
$3,738,000 in round numbers, and the ordinary 
expenditure $3,365,000, leaving a surplus of 
$373,000. The reeeipts for the six months end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1888, were $1,744,000, and the 
Oxpenditure $1,893,000, showing a deilcit of 
$149,500. The estimated revenue for the cur- 
rent fiseal year is $3,463,000, aud the estimated 
expenditure $4,389,000, leaving a delicit of 
$926,000. 

By alittle judicious cooking of the figures, 
however, and charging current expenses to 
capital account, thie deficit of nearly a million 
is converted into asurplus ef $52,000. The ls- 
‘bilities of the province amount to $24,180,000, 
and the assets $12,280,000.

HE WANTS AN ENERGETIC 

ATIORNEY-GENERAL. 

_ MR. LANGSTON AND HIS DELEGATION 
SEE GEN. HARRISON — MISSOURI’s 
BID FOR A CABINET PLACE. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 14.—John M. Langston 

and his dusky friends made the most noise of 

‘ anybody to-day, and they succeeded by stren- 
uous efforts in making almost as much as the 
Kansas delegation a week ago. They did nos 
get on so well with Gen, Harrison, however, as 
the Kansas men when they landed Senator 
Plumb, for they were at Gen. Harrison’s 15 
minutes, and the General made no speech to 
them of any kind, goed, bad, or indifferent, 
pleasant or cross. He wasin one of his most 
non-committal moods. In faet, some of the 
Aclegation had a touch of the shivers after they 
got backfrom their visit, and had an impression 
that they caughta glance of Gen, Harrison’s 
famous cold shoulder. 

In addition te Mr. Langston, the delegation 
eoneisted of the Rev. William J. Simmons, D. D., 
of Louisville, President of tho State University 
ef Kentucky and Secretary for the Southern 
States of the American Baptist Home Mission 
Bociety; Dr. C. M. Bryant of St. Louis, Capt. 
Jackson McHenry of Atlanta, the Rov. J. W. 
Dunjee, a distinguished Baptist preacher from 
Augusta, Ga.; the Hon. G. E. Evans of Mem- 
phis, Tena., Member of the Legislature; John 
Mitehell, editer of the Planet and member 
of the City Council of Richmond, Va.; 
E T #£Lawrence of Avery Institute, 
Charleston, 8. C.; William H. Stewart of 
the American SBaplsit, Louisville; H. T. 
Johnson, President of the West Tennessee Uni- 
versity, Presiding Kider of the South Memphis 
District, Memphis, Tenn.; Prof. M. L, White, 
Pensacola, Fla; Capt. H. Hoss, Memphis, and 
W.J. White of the Gcorgia Baptist, Augusta, 
Ga. Thus the colored voters of seven Southern 
States were personally represented—South 
Carolina, Virginia, Georgia, Tennessee, Kep- 
tuoky, Florida, 
ston gave to Gen. Harrison letters from promi- 
nent colored people in Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Arkansas, Maryland, West Virginia, Alabama, 
Texas, and North Carolina. 

hey went to Gen. Harrison’s this afternoon 
and presented to him an address signed by them 
all, which they said formulated their ideas. 
hie address assured him that they are loyal 
members of the Republican Party; that they 
reside in States, severally, which are overwhelm- 
ingly Republican, and upon any fair election 
would give their respective Diecteral votes to 
puch party by large majorities. Such, how- 
ever, are the nnodue influences and frauds 
brought to bear against the great body 
of voters of these States that the desires 
of the Republican masses are eonstantly 
defeated. ‘We believe,” the address says, 
“that the fifteenth amendment should be main- 
tained with fairness and viger, and that ample 
protection through Federal agency should be 
given every citizen. We cannot doubt that you 
azree in such opinion, and that you desire that 
auch object shall be accomplished in the inter- 
est ef the 7,000,000 of American citizens who 
to-day in the South are practically disfranchised 
and whose eause we represent and plead. In 
view ef our present and prospective condition 
under your administration of the Gorernment 
we are profonndly interested in the constitution 
of your Cabinet so far eertainly and specially as 
concerns the Attorney-Generalship thereof, we 
offer you the name of no man for such position. 
Sach a course would, we apprehend, be unbe- 
coming. Weask simply that a person be ap- 
pointed whose cordial acesptance of the great 
American doctrines as respects citizenship and 
the ballet for the humblest of our citizens, how- 
ever formerly slaves and outcasts, would lead 
him to search diligently and thoroughly for the 
law in such behalf uninfluenced and unwarped 
in judgment against our cause by reason 
of ill-founded, though strong, predilec- 
tions and prejudices. The importance, 
the absolute necessity of the appointment 
to the position which we name of a man who, 
in addition to great learning in the law, is free 
from undue feeling and bias, becomes apparent 
ina single moment's reflection. The offieer, 
with his assistants and subordinate agents, is 
of the tiratimpertance. Such being our opin- 
fon, we have ventured to bring it formally and 
earnestly to your consideration. I[f you have 
auticipated in such appointment, already made, 
the suggestions which we here olfer, we sball 
ever be your grateful, elighted fello w-citizens.” 

“This visit ;teo Gen. Harrison,” said Mr. 
Langston, “is for the purpose of presenting 
what our race conceives to be the only feasible 
pian yet formulated for the disixtegrating of 
the solid South and the puritication of the bal- 
lot. We have no demands to present te Presi- 
dent-eleet Harrison, por no names to urge for 
Cabinet positions; nothing to ask for ourselves. 
Our pian is simple. The colored race desire 
that the ottice of the Department of Justice be 
given toa man of such eminence, a Republican 
of such attainments as a lawyer aud such 
nerve as an executor of the United States 
election laws, that the solid South will be dissi- 

pated as a political factor by the casting and 
. counting of our votes. We would have the De- 
partment of Justiee what it was meant to be, 
the bulwark of the equal rights of free citizens. 
We have had emancipation for 25 years. 
Jt is about time we had _ recognition. 
We will ask President-elect Harrison to appoint 
an Attorney-General who will putin motien 
the United States election laws in every South- 
ern State, instead of allowing Democratic mob 
law and ballot-box outrages to disfranchise the 
colored voter.”

Not all of them, however, agree with Mr. 
Langston in his preferences. Dr. Bryant of St.

Dr. Bryant modestly claims 
to have elected three Republican Congressmen 
from St. Lenis last Fall. Hesays: *‘ Henderson 
drafted and introduced the fifteenth amend- 
ment and his recommendations date all along 
the line.” 

In consequence of the fall and free talk 
which Gen. Harrison had yesterday with Con- 
gressman-elect F. G. Niedringhaus and J. W. 
Gates of St. Louis, there seems to be no doubt 
of Missouri having a representative in the 
Cabinet. Mr. Gates and Mr. Ngedringhaus are 
personal friends of Gen. Harrison, and they 
came here by his invitation. The length of 
time which he accorded them—five hours— 
shows now great his interest is in Missouri 
affairs.

They recoin- 
mended Col. Charles Parsons, the St. Louis 
banker and railroad owner, for Secretary of the 
Treasury; Chauncey }.

olitician, for Postmaster-General; Col. R. C. 
‘erens, the old star route contractor and 
friend of Brady and Dorsey, for Secre- 
tary of War; ex-Gov. E. A. Stannard 
for Secretary of the [nterior, and Major Charles 
E. Pearce for any place in the Cabinet. The 
bankers in Indianapolis say that Col. Parsons is 
fit to be Secretary of the Treasury. He isa na- 
tive of Utica, N. Y., was Quartermaster-General 
of the Department of the Missouri during the 
War, and bas ever since been conueerned in large 
financial operations. They say, too, that, while 
a Western man, he ought te be aeceptable to 
New-York, since he is finanoially connected 
with Levi P. Morton, Drexei, Morgan & Co., and 
Brown Brothers, and is almost as well known 
in Wall-street as he isin St. Louis. He is about 
60 years old. 

It is generally believed, however, that ex- 
Goy. Stamnard wili be Gen. Harrison’s choiee. 
He was the Republican Governor of Missouri in 
troublous times at the close of the war, and 
afterward represented the State in Congress. 
He now carries en large fiouring mills. Itis 
difficult to see, theugh, how he oan be Secre- 
tary of the Interior, for @en. Harrison has 
often said that he would appoint pone buta 
good lawyer to that place. 

Throwing character aside, and considering 
nothing but politics, Mr. Filley has altogether 
the strongest ciaims. He is the Missouri mem- 
ber of the National Republican Committes, the 
Chairman of the Republican State Committee, 
and a Viee President of the National Republican 
League of Clubs, He is’ indorsed” by the Re- 
publican members of the Missouri Legislature, 
the 8t. Louis Republican City Committee, all 
the Repunlican Congressional District Commit- 
tees, and the Repubiican clubs ef Missouri, but 
it does not seem possible that Gen. Harrison 
can make a professional politician of auch a 
shady reputation Postmaster-General.

THE HOUSATONIC HEARING. 


HLARTFORD, Feb. 14.—The cross-examination of 
General Manager Stevenson of the Housatonic 
Road was not completed this afternoen wher 
the Railroad Committee ordered an adjournment 
arntil Tuesday. The bulk of the inerease in the 
Housatonic Company’s property is from the 
revaluation which bas been made since the new 
Managers assumed control. It was shewn that 
there has been a large increase in the road’s 
freight business during the last eighteen 
montha, 

The correspondence relating to the milk train 
war, which resulted in the Housatonie sending 
its milk cars into New-York City over a new 
route, was put in by the Consolidated Road’ 
with the idea of showing thatit¢ had not at- 
tempted to impede traffic on the Housatonie. 

More than half of the House members were 
present at the hearing. The interest in it has 
been so decided during the three days that a 
number of the committees have not been able 
to go on with thelr work. Col. Stevenson had 
the House with him this afternoon, and his cross- 
examination on the whole was a great deal more 
in his favor than the adroit counsel of the old 
read had anticipated. 

The measuring of swords between the two 
companies will be the prime issue of the ses- 
sion, and railroad interests will from now on 
take up a large share of public attention. There 
are several bills to force the entire cost for re- 
moving grade crossings upon the railroad com- 
panies.

THE NEW STATE CONTEST 


A OHANOE OF ITS TERMINA- 
TION TO-DAY. 

DAKOTA, MONTANA, AND WASHINGTON 

LIKELY TO BE ADMITTED AND 


NEW-MEXICO LEFT OUT. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—When the House ad- 
journed this afternoon it was with the prospect 
of a termination to-morrow of the tight on the 
bill to create new States of North and South 
Dakota, Mobtana, Washington, and New-Mexico, 
As the contest stands it looks as though the 
attempt to bring in New-Mexico must fail, 
while all the other Territories are like- 
ly to be brought in on “the terms 
stipulated by the Senate. The Democrats did 
not stand by Mr. Springer solidly, except on in- 
sisting that the bill for the admission of the 
Territories should be considered before the 
Post Office Appropriation bill, which claimed 
precedence. After the short strife between the 
Post Offiee Committee and the friends of the 
Territorial bill was ended, and it had been 
decided to take up the conference report 
on the proposition to admit several of 
the Territories as States, Mr. Baker of New- 
York, the leading Republican on the Territories 
Committee, led the fight against Mr. Springer, 
the Chairman ef the committee. Mr. Springer’s 
speech, like most of his speeches, was entirely 
lacking in convincing power, but was charac- 
teristically ample in length and vehemence. 
Mr. Baker, in opposing him, asked 
to haveggthe House, cenferrees instruct- 


ed that they were first, to exclude 
New-Mexieo from the bill; second, toso amend 
the conference report as to provide for the ad- 
mission of South Dakota by proclamation of the 
President under the Sioux Falls Constitution, 
after 1ts resubmission to South Dakota, without 
anew vote on the question of division, and, 
third, for the admission of North Dakota, 
Montana, and Washington by proclamation 
or by formal acts, but ai) on the 
same basis. Mr. Cox offered a substitute, pro- 
viding for the immediate admission of North 
Dakota, Montana, and Washington by procia- 
mation. This was adopted by a vote of 136 
to 106. It was a formal abandonment of 
the proposition to bring in New-Mexico. 
When the vote was taken on the second 
proposition, regarding the admission of 
Seuth Dakota, that, too, was carried by 
an increased vote. The opponents of the bill, 
led by Mr. W. ©. P. Breekinridge, now began to 
filibuster, and they maintained their tactics 
untiladjournment. It was understood, howev- 
er, that a vote should be taken to-morrow, when 
the probability is that the basis of an agree- 
went with the Senate will be reached, by which 
the three new States of Dakota, Montana, and 
Washington will be enabled to enter the Union 
before the year is out. 


There is very little reason to expect that First 
Assistant Postmaster-General Stevenson will be 
confirmed as Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of this District. Mr. Stevenson is a Dem- 


ocrat, nominated by &® Democratic President. 
In alittle more than two weeks a Republican 
Administration will come into power, 
and if Mr. Stevenson is not contirmed 
by that time a Republican can be put 
upon the beneh by a Republican President and 
a Republican Senate. Under the plan agreed 
upon by the Republican Senators this is sufti- 
cient to destroy all ehances of Mr. Stevenson's 
confirmation. The nomivation is in the hands 
of the Judiolary Cemmittes. Mr. Edmunds 
presides over that committee, and uno 
recommendation for confirmation con 
reach the senate from the Judiciary Com- 
mittes without Mr. Edmunds’s consent. The 
Vermont Senator is in hearty accord with the 
sobeme to hang up as many of President Cleve- 
land’s nominations as possible in order to have 
alot of vacant offices to be filled with Repub- 
licans the moment Gen. Harrison becomes 
President. Hence Mr. Stevensen’s nomination is 
expected to remain concealed in a committee 
room pigeonhole until the end of the session, 
when it becomes of nofurther consequenes. But 
the Republican Senators do not care to excuse 
their non-action on the score of partisan politics, 
and they have been helped te another exouse by 
some of the lawyers of the District. Greed for 
ottice is one of the marked peculiarities of Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike in Wash- 
ington. A seat on the Supreme Court 
bench is a very desirable thing in 
the estimation of Washington lawyers, and the 
mowent Mr, ®tevenson’s nomination was sent 
to the Senate they raised the familiar cry of 
* District offices for District men.” No fault 
could be found with the personal character of 
the nominee, but each of a score or more local 
lawyers regards himself as specially fitted to 
adorn the bench, and all join in the 
demand that the place shall be filled from 
local ranks. This gives the Kepublican Senators 
the excuse they want fer declining to act upon 
Mr. 8tevenson’s nomination.

Secretary Bayard and Attorney-General Gar- 
land gave a hearing at the State Department 
to-day to the friends and opponents of the 
Niearagua Canal bill, now awaiting the action 


ef the President. The hearing was given on 
the President’s suggestion in order to determine 
if there were any Valid legal objections 
to the approval of the bill. Simon 
Sterne and John J. McCook of New-York, 
representing the American Atilantio and Pacific 
Transit Company, made arguments against the 
bill, The former contended that it was elearly 
unconstitutional, contrary to the spirit and tra- 
ditions of the United States Government, and 
entirely unnecessary and vicious in that 16 
recognized and encouraged one corporation to 
the detriment of others equally if not more de- 
serving. 

Mr. McCook argued that to allow this bill to 
become a law would be an act of great injustice 
to Americans and Englishmen holding nearly 
$2,000,000 of bends of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Transit Company, and would 
undoubtedly lead to serious eomplications 
with Great Britain. Judge CG. P. Daly 
of New-York replied in behalf of the 
Nicaraguan Maritime Canal Company, contend- 
ing that the constitutionai features of the meas- 
ure Were fully and freely discussed in Congress, 
and that no unlawful powers or concessions are 
conferred by the bill. 

Secretary Bayard and Attorney-General Gar- 
land will submit their views on the subject to 
the President in a few days. From remarks 
made by each of them during the hearing it is 
not regarded as likely that they will repert 
against the constitutionality of the bill. 


It 18 said at the State Department that as 
there is not the slightest desire on the part of the 
President or Seeretary Bayard to embarrass the 
incoming Administration with respect to its Sa- 
moan policy, it is not at all likely that the pres- 
ent Administration will arrogatoe to itself the 
selection of the American representative at the 
proposed conference at Berlin, or that it will 


take any action whatever whieh might tend to 
eommit the next Administration.

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BUYING UP BRKWERIBS. 


LARGE INVESTMENTS OF ENGLISH CAP- 
ITAL IN THIS COUNTRY. 


It was announced down town yesterday 
that the English capitalists who have been 
trying to get possession of the American brew- 
eries had succeeded in closing negotiations for 
acquiring three big establishments in Reches- 
ter. Oneofthem is that of the Bartholomay 
Brewing Company, the second that of the 
Rochester Brewing Company, and the third 
that of the Genesee Brewing Company. 

The negotiations, if was said, had been closed 
by Luke Bishop, representing a strong British 
syndicate, otherwise known as the City of Lon- 
don Contract Corporation, Limited. These ne- 


gotiations bave been going on for a long time, 
and now that they are finished they involve, it 
is said, a waoney consideration of something 
over two and a half miilions of dollars. 

As explained yester ay this project is part of 
ar big one to secure investments for English 
capital. It is not proposed to acquire the eutire 
ownership of the drewertes which are bought. 
When one is secured a new company 1s formed 
to run it, and stock of the new organization is 
at once issued. The old owner of the establish- 
ment gets the price agreed upon for the proper- 
ty, but he only gets a part of it in cash. It is 
provided that he shall take a part in stock of 
the new company. His allowance must be at 
least One-third of the shares, but it cannot 
amount toa controlling interest. The old own- 
er centinues as manager of the property, sign- 
ing a contract to keep the direction of affairs 
for a term of from three to five years. In return 
for his services as manager he is allowed a 
salary. He is still the active head of the estab- 
lisement, but he no longer has a eontrolling 
inte. st in the stock. In place of the shares 
with which he has parted he has so much of the 
Englishmen’s money. The old names of the 
brewing eompanies are rotained for the new 
corporations, with one alteration. The word 
“limited” ia added to the former title of each of 
the old companies. 

In general, it was explained that there was 
no expectation on the part of the purchasers to 
make any sweeping changes in the manage- 
ment of the breweries. The Englishmen are 
said to control establishments of the same kind 
in New-York, Boston, Philadelphia, Milwaukee, 
Chicago, and Syracuse. Besides, they have 
made big investments in other lines of business 
in various parts of the country, especially in 
California. 

“To buy anything that will show a profit” is 
their motto. The capital of the contraet com- 
pany is put at £500,000, but the amoant of 
money it invests must necessarily reach much 
higher figures. 


ROCHESTER, Feb. 14.—fome time ago Luke 
Bishop, in the interests of certain British eapi- 
talists, visited this city and made some propo- 
sitions to Henry C. Bartholomay, preprictor of 
the enormous brewery that has for years been 
one of the most important of Rochester’s busi- 
ness enterprises. The exact nature of these 
proposals has never been disclosed, but it was 
asserted at the time that Bartholemay was 
offered a very large sum of money for his 
brewery, and replied that the property was 
not for sale. 

News reached this city to-night that Mr. 
Bishop was on another miasion to this city. He 
has not yet arrived here, however, but is ex- 
pected on a morning train. Mr. Bartbelomay’s 
s80n Was seen by a reporter to-night, and he said 
that his father was at present in New-York 
City. He thought 1f extremely likely that Mr. 
Bartholomay, Sr., had seen Mr. Bishop while in 
New-York, and that negotiations were pending 
for the sale ef the property, but he could say 
nothing definitein bis father’s absence. 

It is known that a long and excited meeting of

UcCAULL OPERA COM 
BOCCACCIO, 
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STRANGERS IN CHURCHES 


HOW TRE SEXIONS REGARD 
“RELIGIOUS TRAMPS.” 

@HE SUNDAY RUSH TO ST. THOMAS’S 
AND ST. BARTHOLOMEW’S CHURCHES 
—BUT FEW SEATS FOR STRANGERS. 

With reference to what purports to be an 
Anterview with him published ina morning paper 
‘yesterday, Benjamin W. Williams, sexton of St. 
frnomas’s Protestant Episcopa) Church, said to 
g@ Tres reporter: ‘There is scarcely a trath- 
‘ful expre.sion contained in it. My language 
and sentiment have been distorted, and offensive 
expressions have been added to what I did say, 
g0 thata bratal tone has been given to the in- 
terview. People who have known me for years 
and know my style weuild contradict the story 
on its face. 

“A young man who said he was from the Sun 
came to me and showed me a sensational yarn 
that was published in a weekly paper about m7 
having insultingly turned a stranger lady out 
ofthe chureh. I talked to him a little while 
about it, and asked him particularly not to en- 
Garge upon what I said, butto quote me correct- 

Sy ifhe did at all, and hessid he wouid, But 
his story, as published this morning, contains 
searcely a word of truth, I did tell him that 
every pew in St, Thomas’s was rented and that 
‘there were no pews reserved for strangers. I 
,did not tell him that our trouble was to keep 
them eut. Isaidon that point that our trouble 
—meaning that of myself and the fouror five 
mshers under my charge—was to seat 
our own people. For we have a large con- 
gregation, and the chureh is nearly always 
erowded, and long before the service begins the 
strangers begin to crowd forplaces. Our church 
‘Beate about 2,000, and there are about 450 fam- 
ilies, numbering about 1,800 people, of our own 
ehurch members, who have paid for their pews 
and are entiticd tothem. Itisthe only way a 
church 6an be run successfully. My business is 
, to see that they do get their seats whenever 
they come. I have nothing else to look after at 
the ehurch services but the seating of the peo- 
pie, and as Tunderstand my duty it is first to 
our own people. There are generally about 10 
per cent., say 50 families, on the average ab- 
‘eent from the church serviees each Sunday, and 
their pews are given to strangers as soon as it 
becomes apparent that they are not eeming. 

“The doors are opened at 10:30 o’clock and 
the service begins at 11 o’clock. Usually there 
are 40 or 50 strangers at the doors when they 
open, supposing, [ should think, that the serv- 
aces begin at that time, and these expect seats 
immediately upon entering. Now we have to 

‘use some judgment aboutsuch things, and if I 
de give them seate I generally tell them that I 
may have to ask them to move when the pew 
owner comesin. From my acquaintance with 
. the families of the church [ know, generally, of 
certain pews that are not going to be ocoupied 
—the families are traveling, or are afflicted, or 
‘for some reason are not coming. I try to single 
out the infirm, or unattended ladies, or those 
who are in mourning from among the strangers 
and assign them at onge to such pews. The 
rest,in the nature of things, must wait until 
the pew owners have been seated before we 
oan seatthem. There are generally 400 or 500 
strangers in attendance, and we ask them to 

wait in the aislee until we can find seats for 
them. There is not much time forexplanations 
‘and compliments, and a bare word toeach is 
aboutall we have time for, Sometimes the line 
of strangers reaches from the doors clear to the 
chancel rails, and when the psalter has been 
sung I can get a pretty fairidea of what seats 
are at my disposal, and then I begin to seat 
them. 

**But some of our people, such perhaps as live 
Over in Jersey or up in Harlem or over on Long 
Island, or those peuple who are engaged in mis- 
sion work, may ceme in late, and then I ask the 

‘people in their pews to vacate as politely as I 

ean, and I give them other seats. 1 have never 

laid my hand on anybody to remove them or 
‘epeken in any other manner than as I am speak- 
ing to you now. 

‘Sometimes thore are smart folks among these 
People, who think they know more about my 

; business than Ide, and contrary to my request 
they take possession of seats when my back is 
turned, and I have to go to them and request 
them to give up their seats and wait until I can 
find others for them. They seldom insist, and 
if they do I merely remind them that they are 
not acting fairly, that the pews baleng to other 
parties, and if they will be patient I will try and 
get them comfortable seats. The offensive ref- 
erence te the Methodists I did not make, and as 
to the strange lady of whom it is said thatI told 
her roughly te get out, I do not recall any eir- 
cumstarnce that could possibly be given that 
construction. [ have nothing to do with the 
spiritual or religious partof theserviee. That 
belongs to the Reetor. My business is merely a 
formal one. I have never turned anybody 
away from the ehureh, and have generally man- 
aged to find a seat for everybody that vame.” 

The pressure for admission to New-York 
churches is not always as strong as at St. 
Thomas’s, but there are several churches along 
Fifth-avenue and in the vielnity that are sim- 
ilar exceptions to the rule and meet with the 
same difficulty that is encountered at 8&t. 
Thomas’s. And wherever the church is strong 
and the services are well attended the pew- 
sental system is employed. The cost of main- 
Saining such churches is —, reaching in the 
case of St. Thomas's to $45,000 or $50,000 a 
year, and the persons who provide the money 
secure their privileges by the outright purchase 
or rental of their pews, the samo as they would 
a residence or other property. And to an or- 
dinary individual it is difficult te understand 
that intruders have any greater rights in them 
than they would have in a man’s residence. 

But there is a class of what Henry Ward 
Beecher characterized as “religious tramps,” 
who do not attend church for purposes of wor- 
ship nor pay anything toward the support of 
the churches they honer with their presence. 
They go to see the people, to be entertained, 
and to study the fashions. “Such people as 
these,” said Henry W. Hillier, sexton of St. 
Bartholomew’s, “* give Us more annoyance than 
alittle. They are,as a general thing, super- 
sensitive and seli-conscious to the utmost. If 
we assign them to seats and ask them to sit 
along at the end so that the pew owners will 
net have to crawl ever them when they arrive, 
they take the seat next to the aisle and never 
budge. We have attempted to deal with these 
roe by setting aside a pew here or there in 

ifferent parts of the chureh for their use. 

But even if he is weil located the re- 
ligious tramp is not satisfied, but seems only 
to be comfortable when he has succeeded in 
ccowting somebody who is entitled to it out of 
a pew. ut our people are generous and mind- 
ful of the feelings of atrangers, and often tell 
me when there is roomin their pews to seat 
strangers with them. Only last Sunday one of 
the men who has done much for this and sey- 
eral other churches in this city, found his pew 
occupied by strangers, and when I wonld have 
made an exchange he stopped me and went to 
another pew. There is the kindliest sentiment 
felt for strangers in this church, but the church 
will hold only about so many peopis, and there 
are often more people to attend the services 
than we can find room for. 

“There is plenty of church room for everykody 
who wants to go tochureh, and if these relig- 
lous tramps would sottlo down and adopta 
church heme and attend it, and support it as 
they ought to, there would be a strong man in 
every pulpit, and every church would be well 
maintained.” 





OPENING AGAIN FOR BUSINEAS. 

Since Christmas the doors of the London 
and Liverpool Clothing Company, 86 and 88 
Bowery, cerner of Hester-street, have been 
closed. Last evening at 6 o’clock they were 
opened and the friends of the old establishment 
were invited in to inspect what is practieally a 
new establishment, for the salesrooms have 
been quadrupled in size and the whole has been 
remodeled. When the doors were closed the 
company occupied but one floer of ita builaing. 
Now it occupies three floors. Each is brilhantly 
lighted with incandeseent lights, in place of the , 
gas formerly used. Handsome new fixtures 
have been put in every part of the establish- 
ment, and as a result the company is now most 
elaborately and cemfortabliy housed. They 
kept epen house last evening and hundreds 
dropped in to eongratulate the management 
and admire the immense stock of clothing of 
every description and furnishing goods whieh 
adorned the counters. 

Crowds gathered around the handsome display 
window throughout the evening. This is one of 
the largest display windows in the conntry, 
being 59 feet long by 29 deep. Last evening it 
was dressed in a most luxurieus and tasteful 
manner with all sorts of fine clothing, the centre 
being occupied by early Spring styles. No busi- 
ness was done last evening, but this morning 
the stock will be offered to the public at sur- 
prisingly low prices, 





OREDITORS GET THEIR PAY. 

Francis Schoonmacher, a well-known Re- 
publican politician of New-Jersey, was paid 
$1,000 by the Republican General Committes 
to stamp the State in the last election cam- 
paign. This fact was brought to the attention 
of some ereditors, especially Mr. Joseph Lamb, 
who instituted proceedings, through Doug- 
las & Minton, to secure the payment of a debt. 
In the course of the action Mr. Schoonmacher 
was fined $250 for contempt of court. Mr. Mal- 
laly of Dougias & Minton appeared in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday, before Judge 
O’Brien, and announced thai the debt and fine 
bad Deen paid.

MRS. BOOTHS MAGNETISM. 


MANY FASHIONABLE PEOPLE ATTEND A 
SALVATION ARMY MEETING. 

Rich and cestly robes rubbed against the 
garments ef the poor and the lowly at the Sal- 
vation Army consecration services at 111 Reade- 
atreet yesterday afternoon. Fashionable socie- 
ty had sent its representatives from Fifth and 
Madison avenues to mingle with the democratic 
representatives of a “vital religion,” sing 
hymns to the, rollicking tunes of the Salvation- 
ists, and to listen to the fascinating exhorta- 
tions of Mrs. Ballington Booth, the fervid young 
evangelist. 

In 8n ill-vontilated, stuffy back room, 25 by 
30 feet im dimensions, was an assemblage that 
might have been taken for an audience at Daly’s 
Theatre were it net for a moderate sprinkling 
of the slum element. Two-thirds ef the assem- 
biage were iadies and gentlemen from aristo- 
cratic circles. They occupied all of the seats. 
The other third was composed ef mechanics, 
longshoremen, colored men, veritable Bowery 
toughs, and Salvation Army people, all of whom 
were crowded against the four sides of the room, 
forming a sombre-tinted border to the central 
picture of wealth and luxury. Rich furs, rus- 
tling silks, and glistening velvet bonnets made 
a striking contrast to the homely garb of the 
Salvationista and their ordinary followers. 

Among the prominent persons present were 
ex-Goy. Alonzo B. Cornell, Dorman B. Eaton, 
Mrs. J. D. Lamb, Mr. and Mrs. Frederick W. 
Perry, Miss Perry, Miss McDonald, Mrs. James 
F. Ruggles, Mrs. E. T. Browning, Mrs. M. H. 
Mackay, Mrs. Daniel Robinson, Mrs. and Miss 
Payson, Mrs. M. B. Adams, Mrs. G. M, Richard- 
son, Uol. Hadley, and Mr. J. B. Cornell. 

“These meetings,’ explained Mrs. Booth, 
‘“‘are the outeome of; the drawing-room meat- 
ings that have recently been held in this city. 
Of course we turn no person away, but we 
desire that the attendance at these meetings 
shall be confimed as much as possible to the 
elaas of society that we are seeking to interest 
in our work.” 

Mrs. Booth was attired in a very plain garb of 
blue cloth, and wore the black poke bonnet that 
distinguishes the female Salvationists. Her 
youthful face was afire with fervid zeal, and 
her graceful manner and gestures won admirers 
from the society devotees. She is a fluent 
talker, and her intense personality dominated 
the entire proceedings. 

Mrs. Bovth explained that eonsecration was 
the watch word of these meetings. She wanted 
to ¢onvinee people of high and lew degree that 
the only way to secure lasting happiness was to 
consecrate themselves to the service of God. 
“You in the society in which you move,” said 
she, ‘and Tin the ¢ircle that I can influence 
have the power of doing good if we let Chria- 
tianity be the guiding spirit of our lives.” 

Ahymam was then sung, Mrs. Booth reading 
each verse with dramatic earnestness. Many 
of the aristocratic visiters joined in the singing, 
which was accompanied by a pianist and a gui- 
tar player. A littlelater Mrs. Booth introduced 
the guitar player—a colored girl—and a young 
girlin the uniform of the Salvationists, who, 
she said, was formerly a singer in comic opera, 
and the aong “God is Mighty and Must Prevail’ 
Was rendered to a rippling waltz melody. 

Mra. Booth interjected crisp, bright sayings 
between the features of the services and there- 
vy held the interest of her auditors closely. 
She breke out enthusiastically after one of the 
songs, “Oh, [am 80 glad to have you all here 
that you may see what disreputable people we 
Salvation Army pecople are,’’ and at another 
time she exclaimed: ‘‘Now I am going to do 
Something odd. Some of you may shake your 
heads, but you must excuse the proceeding, for 
itis part ef the usual ceremony of the Saivation 
Army. I am going to take up a collection. 
Those of yeu wbo do not feel willing to give, 
please keep your money in yeur pockets.” 
Tambourines were then passed around and a 
liberal contribution was realized. 

After a quaint, but eloquent, prayer and more 
singing Mrs. Booth reviewed the entire work of 
the Balvation Army from its organization in 
this country and expiained the good it had 
done. She said: ‘I do not expect, neither do I 
want, to make you all salvationists, but I want 
to bring foreibly toyour notiee the fact that the 
Salvation Army has always been an instrument 
of good, and ask you to heip us, and hope that 
you willloek upon us not unkindly, but carry 
hence to yeur homes some of the spirit of 
God, that will eause you to aid usin our werk 
for good,” 

During her address many of the ladies pres- 
ent were moved to tears, especially when ashe 
spoke of the persecutions which she and her 
husband and others engaged in the work had 
suifered. 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Booth’s address 
several other members of the Salvation Army 
related their experiences, and Captains Jones 
and Blavey, two very dark complexioned young 
ladies, entertained their visitors with a song 
with banjo aceompaniment. 

Mrs. Booth announced that a meeting would 
be heldin the Berkeley Lyceum, 19 East Forty- 
fourth-street, on the afternoon of Feb. 26.

A SUIT TO COMPEL HIM TO HAND OVER 
97,000 SHARES TO THE OWNERS. 

Judge O’Brien, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday listened te argument on an 
order to show cause why Jay Gould, the Mis- 
seuri Pacific Railread Company, and the Mer- 
cantile Trust Company should not deliver over 
to the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad 
Company 97,000 shares of stock of the Interna- 
tional and Great Northern Railroad Company. 
E. Ellery Anderson and Charles F. Beach ap- 
peared for the Missouri, Kansas and Texas, and 


and ex-Judge John F. Dillon and Winslow S8. 
Pierce for Mr. Gould and the Missouri Paoific. 
The trust company was represented by Mr. 
Alexander. : 

Mr. Anderson said the annual election of the 
International and Great Northern was to be 
held in April, and inasmuch as the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas owned the stock it wanted 
possession and a chanee to vote on it. Mr. 
Gould, fearing he would lose control of the Mis- 
sourl, Kansas and Texas, had caused the certifi- 
cates of stock of the International and Great 
Northern, whieh were in the name of G. M. 
Dodge, to be cancelied and others issued in his 
ownname. He had filed a declaration with the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas that he held the 
stock in trustforit, Afterward the certificates 
were delivered to the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pauy and were now in its possession. 

The Missouri, Kansas and Texas is in the 
hands ef George A. Eday as Receiver, and pro- 
ceedings are pending in Kansas covering the 
same grounds as the proceeding begun here. 
Mr. Pieree submitted an affidavit of Jay Gould, 
in whieh was included a telegram of Mr. Eddy 
saying he had refuse’ to joinin the New-York 
action. Ex-Judge Dillon thought it strange 
that Mr. Anderson should care tocontinue the 
action in the face of this declaration of the Re- 
ceiver, but Mr. Andersen said he would con- 
tinue, and the hearing was adjourned until to- 
day.

EXAMINED BY VISITING NEWS- 
PAPER PUBLISHERS. 
THEIR ASSOCIATION CLOSES ITS ANNUAL 
MEETING WITH A BANQUET AT THE 

HOFFMAN HOUSE. 

The American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
seciation resumed work at the Hoffman House 
yesterday at 10:30 A. M., with Vice-President 
Jones of the St. Louis Repudlie in the chair. 
There are about 140 papers in the associatien, 
and the second day’s representation was large. 

Mr. H. F. Gunnison of the Brookiyn Eagle 
read a paperon “The Circulation of a News- 
paper.” One of his points. was that to boom a 
paper requires something more than an able 
affidavit adjunct. The manager who weuld be 
successfal in this direction must have a good 
article to sell. The department which has 
charge of placing ‘the paper on the market is 
certainly one of the most important branehes 
in the establishment. The suesess of the Paris- 


ian paper having the largest circulation of any 
in the world is due mainly to the thorough sys- 
tem of distribution. The newspapers ef New- 
York Citv ean reach, before noon each day, 
3,500,000 readers. 

These officers were elected for the ensuing 
year: President—James W. Scott, Chicago 
Herald; Vice-President—Col, C. H. Taylor, Bos- 
ton Globe; Secretary—F. K. Misch, San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin and Call; Treasurer—W. M. 
Laffan, New-York Sun; Exeeutive Committee— 
8 H. Kauffman, Washington Slar; Major W. J. 
Richards, Indianapolis News; H. Farrell, 
Albany Press and Knickerbocker; W. C. Bryant, 
Brooklyn Times; Col. L. L. Morgan, New-Haven 
Register. 

The initiation fee was increased to $50, and 
the annual dues to the same amount. The as- 
sociation recommended Chicago to the consid- 
eration of the Executive Committee as the place 
for holding the fourth annual eonvention next 
year. 

The eonrention adjourned sine die at 12:30 
P. M., and after lunch the delegates started on 
a pleasant and instructive toar of inspection. 
They first visited a manufaetory in Brooklyn. 
Here they watched Misa J. J. Camp, a stenogra- 
pher and typewriter, operate successfully @ 
type-setting machine atarate of speed equal 
to one line of 42 ems every 15 seeonds, or 
10,080 ems per hour. The visitors also saw 
operated a new book press, which prints, cuts, 
and felda at once at a rate of speed equal to 
from 2,000 to 6,000 cempleted signatures of 32 

ages each per heur, or double that number of 

6-page signatures. 

The delegates came hack to New-York and 
made three other separate inspections. In Will- 
jam-atreet they saw a barrel-sbaped contrivance 
which, with one cperator, one justifler, and one 
feeder, composed from 4,000 to 5,000 ems per 
hour. Another curiosity was manipulated fer 
the benefit of the visitors at a Broadway office. 
Itis a contrivance that takes away from the 
printer his stick and rule and permits him to 
use both hands in picking ordinary type from 
an ordinary case. He drops the type singly 
into a funnel and they are automatically stored 
onagalley. There is aseparate justifying ap- 
Pliance. The claim was made that with it the 
ordinary compositor can inctéase his work 50 
per cent, The invention examined was an elec- 
trical typesetter, op»rated by an eld typo of an 
oflice in the Equitable Building. It does away 
with ordinary type, and yet can turn outa 
beautiful specimen of the dry matrix, column 
measure, suitable for newspaper plate. The 
visitors were apparently more impressed by the 
work of thisimprovement than anything that 
was brought to their attention during the round. 

Last evening the New-York mombers of the 
association handsomely entertained the visiting 
members in the large banquet hallon the par- 
lor floor of the Hoffman House. The banquet 
Was a model in its way, and the newspaper men 
added to the pieasure of the occasion by in- 
dulging to their hearts’ contentin the delight- 
ful freedom characteristic of Bohemian life.

FIRE ON PARK-PLACE. 

Three of the five stories which make up 
the brick building on the cornerof Park-place 
and Greenwich-street, numbered on Park-place 
71 and 73, were burned out by fire yesterday 
morning at 11 o’clock. The blaze started in the 
office of George 8. Millett, agent for the Ander- 


son Canning and Preserving Company of Cam- 
den, N. J. Thetenants attribute the fire to Mr. 
Millett’s office boy and the deadly cigarette, of 
which the boy is an inveterate smoker. Just 
before the fire broke out he left the office, light- 
ing @ oigurette before he started. 

The fire spread so rapidly that the tenants 
found it necessary to escape as quickly as pos- 
sible, and a secend alarm was sent out. After 
an hour’s fighting the flames were subdued. 
The building belongs to the Welsh estate, and 
was damaged to the extent of $2,500, and was 
insured. 

Tne heaviest loser was Mr. J. H. Wright, a 
tenant on the second floor engaged in the for- 
eign fruit trade. In his office was @ glass cab- 
inet containing all sorts of tropical frutts and 
a vast number of rare tropical {nsects and val- 
uable curiosities, The entire collection was 
Gestroyed, and the insurance on it was only 
$50. The ether losers on the seeond floor wore 
George #8 Millett, $500, no insuranse, and J. 
M. Pitman, dealerin foreign fruit, $100, no in- 
surance. On the third floor Edward Elsworth, 
an agent, lost $400; insured.

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DISEASE IN THE DOOKS. 


A SANITARY INSPECTION DISCLOSES A 
BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

A report on the sanitary condition of the 
wharves and docks of this city was sent to 
Mayor Grant by the Dock Commissioners yes- 
terday. It was made to them by Sanitary In- 
spector Moreau Morris. While the prevalence 
ef yellow fever wasasubject of interest last 
Fall the Dock Commissioners had reason to fear 
that if the disease should reach this city its 
germs would find lodgment and breeding places 
in the filthy docks. To get acourate informa- 
tien on the matter they asked Health Commis- 


sioner Bayles to have a careful examination 
of those places made, and hedeputed Dr. Morris, 
who has ascertained their condition from the 
Battery to Fifty-sixth-street on the North 
River shore. 

Dr. Morrisis ofthe opinion that something 
should be done speedily to clean the river bot- 
tom within the pier lines. He points out that, 
excepting where the new piers and stone bulk- 
head have been built by the Dock Commission- 
ers, the wharves are constructed of wooden 
piles and flooring which obstruot the flow of the 
water, making eddies in the docks wherein all 
serts of refuse swirl until finally they sink to 
the river bottom. Many sewers run only to the 
old bulkhead line and there discharge their con- 
tents, either to fall at ones te the bottom or to 
float out into the eddies with the same result. 

The wonder to Dr. Morris is that men ean 
work in the offiees and sheds on the piers. He 
has found that they are subjeet to colic, fol- 
lowed by symptems of typho-malarial and oth- 
er fevers. He was twice prostrated by such 
sickness while making hisinvestigation. In his 
opinion consumptive tendencies are increased 
by the gases and vapors from the filthy river 
bed, and that they are the seurce of slow 
malarial poisoning that gradually under- 
mines tho most robust. He thinks that the 
construction of new piers and stone bulkheads 
by the Dock Department in accordance with the 
plan already partially carried out would rem- 
edy the evil. All the sewers would then be car- 
ried out to the deep water and steady current 
at the pier heads, and the r@tten, polson-filled 
timbers of the old piers would be got rid of. 

But as there are impediments to the apeedy 
consummation of the new dock system, Dr.. 
Morris thinks that the Dock Commiagioners 
should use their power to compel the docks to 
bo dredged and cleaned. 

He proposes also that sewers shall be carried 
beyond the bulkhead line, and the broken sewer 
boxes under piers shall be repaired at once. 
In his report he indicates the docks and piers 
that need immediate attention. His list in- 
eludes nearly every one from Pier 1 to Pier 42. 
He speaks particularly of the condition of the 
river bettom at the footof West Fifty-sixth- 
street, where there isan enormous deposit of 
sewage, largely proceeding from factories and 
breweries.

The proposed 
widening weuld cut off a part of the grand 
stand at the Polo Grounds, and Mr. G. F. Duys- 
ters, fer the Metropolitan Amusement Com- 
pany, objected to the report's being confirmed, 
as the company had been allowed no compensa- 
tion for the loss. Mr. Berry, for the city, said 
the company’s lease with Miss Mary Pinokney, 
the owner of the property, stipulated that the 
removal of the buildings sheuld not entitle the 
tenant to damages.
